Jordan allocates JD 10m 
from 1987 fiscal budget 
to occupied territories

AMMAN — The government announced on 
Sunday that It was allocating JD 10 minion 
from its 1987 fiscal budget to finance projects 
included in the 1986-1990 five-year 
development plan for the West Bank and 
Gaza and was earmarking a similar amount 
annually for the implementation of the plan. 
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Finance Minister Hanna Oddi, 
who announced the decision 
durmg Sunday’s morning session 
of the Jordan Development 
Conference which opened on 
Saturday, called op Arab and 
friendly countries and regional 
and international financial 
institutions . * ‘to continue 
supporting Jordan’s development 
efforts and positively consider the 
needs of its two development 
plans — for die East Bank and the 
Israeli -occupied territories.* 1 
Dr. Odeh said fee government’s 
decision to allocate funds bom its 
own budget to fee plan for the 
West Bank and Gaza reflected 
Jordan's keenness and concern to 
ensure the successful 
implementation of the 
p rogra mm e. The minister sari fee 
decision followed a discussion on 
the programme during the 
esenrogsessrin of the conference 
on Saturday when a number of 
personalities and businessmen 
from the West Bank and Gaza 
expressed full support for fee 
plan. . ■ 


Dr. Odeh described the 
discussion as “deep and rich” and 
sari observations made by fee 
West Bank and Gaza 
representatives “contributed to 
further clarify fee objectives of the 
plan.'’ 

The government has already 
allocated JD 4.8 million as 
emergency funds to finance 
projects in the West Bank and 
Gaza. These projects, the 
government has said, could not 
wait until fee implementation of 
the $1.4 bflfion five-year plan, 
which is under discussion at die 
Jordan Development Conference. 

The derision announced on 
Sunday to allocate JD 10 millio n 
meant that fee amount would 
drawn from funds related to fee 
1987 fiscal budget for fee East 
Bank. The East Bank budget did 
not include any financial 
provisions -for development 
projects In the ^occupied 
territories. 

Speaking at Sunday’s 
conference session, Dr. Odeh 
referred further to Saturday’s 


evening discussions on the plan for 
the occupied territories and to 
comments made by delegates 
from the West Bank and Gaza. 

“What I understood from their 
observations," said the minister, 
“was that they are trying to tell us 
that we are in the right direction.'’ 

Several delegates from the 
occupied territories, including 
Bethlehem Mayor EHasFreij, said 
on Saturday that they fully 
supported the five-year plan for 
the occupied territories. 

Dr. Odeh pledged on Sunday 
that the government “will exert all 
efforts to realise fee objectives*' of 
fee plan. He sari fee pUm aimed at 
preserving the Arab identity of fee 
territories and keeping the people 
in their lands. 

During Saturday’s discussions, 
Planning Minister Taher Kanaan 
presented a brief review of fee 
plan and its objectives. He 
■explained that the plan 
represented “a new systematic 
and coherent approach to 
supporting the steadfastness of the 
Arab people inside fee occupied 
territories and to arrest further 
deterioration of the social and 
economic conditions there.”

AMMAN West Germany, fee 
International Labour 
Organisation (ILO), and fee Arab 
League Educational, Scientific 
and Cultural Organisation 
(ALESCO) on Saturday pledged 
to help Jordan carry out its human’ 
resources development and 
vocational training programmes 
as jfKbwfari in the Kingdom’s 
Five-Year National Development 
Plan. 

Delegates of fee three parties 
sari dining a working session of 
the Jordan Development 
Conference that they were putting 
at the Kingdom's disposal their 
experience to asast fee country to 
meet its labour, educa t ional and 
vocational t raining targets as 
provided by the five-year plan. 

The plan’s targets for rabour 
and manpower call for creating 


260,000 new jab opportunities 
over the plan’s duration, 
formulating clear policies on 
incoming labour .to achieve a 
balance m labour, expanding fee 
scope of vocational training and 
adopting a system of classification 
to define the occupational levels 
of workers. 

Participants in the Jordan 
Development Conference's 
working session on “human 
resources development,” noted 
that manpower planning and 
yDcational training policies should 
be in harmony with each other and 
it was essential that analysing 
manpower should be based on 
regionsand theirrespective needs. 

They called for more efforts to 
realign fee quality of education to 
formulate a flexible base capable 
of coping wife changes affecting 
the local labour market. 

Labour and Social 
Development Minister Khaled 


Haj Hassan said the level of 
unemployment in Jordan had 
reached eight per cent, “which is 
not worrisome due to the 
country’s special structure of 
being a labour importer and a 
labour exporter.” 

“There are 150,000 foreign 
workers in the Jordanian market 
while there are 40,000 
unemployed Jordanians,’' said 
Mr. Haj Hassan. 

At the outset of foe session, His 
Royal Highne ss Crown Prince 
Hassan made an opening speech 
which touched on some difficulties 
facing Jordan’s labour, education 
and transfer of technology. “Most

can our educational system act as a 
bridge between keeping 
commitments to our cultural past 
and reemphasising our openness 
to the Western technology,’'

Parliament pledges total support for

AMMAN — Parliament on 
Sunday endorsed and {Hedged full 
support for His Majesty King 
Hussein’s speed) from fee throne 
which he delivered at the opening 
of Parliament’s fourth ordinary 
session on Nov. 1.

In separate meetings wife fee 
Kmg on Sunday,, fee two houses 
pledged full backing to His 
Majesty’s and tlte government’s 
efforts to achieve a united Arab 
stand capable of confronting all 
challenges facing the Arab World. 

They reiterated fee Kingdom’s 
call for an international peace 
conference on the Middle East 
conflict with the participation of 
fee five permanent members of 
the U.N. Security Council and all 
parties involved in Arab-Israeli 
conflict including the Palestine 
-Liberation Organisation (PLO). - 

The King beard both houses’ 
replies to his speech from the 
throne during the two consecutive 


meetings with speakers and 
selected members of the Senate 
and the Lower House at fee Royal 
Court 

Senate Speaker Ahmad Al 
Lawzi presented the Senate’s 
reply to the speech from the 
throne in a nine-page letter, while 
fee Lower House’s 10-page reply 
was presented by its speaker, Aker 
Al Fayez. 

On Thursday, both houses met 
in separate sessions and endorsed 
theirrespective replies which were 
drafted by a three-member Senate 
committee and an 11 -member 
Lower House group. Both 
chambers? amendments to the 
draft replies touched oo phrases 
and grammatical structures of 
sentences without altering any 
major paragraphs or ideas. 

The Upper and Lower Houses 
vowed them full support for the 
King’s pledges to stren gt h en the 
Armed Forces — defenders of fee 
longest Arab confrontation line 
wife brad and the base for 
mtemal stability and cohesion. 

“A decent living, worthwhile 
and continuous development can 
only be secured through the 
prevalance of security and 
stability, through bolstering 
national unity and the coherence 
of the domestic front," said the 
Senate reply. “The Hashemite 
Arab Armed Forces needs 
continuous care and utmost 
attention and it should be 
provided wife modem training 
and advanced weapons so as to 
keep Jordan as a strong castle 
against the Israeli plans and (to 


enable fee Armed Forces) to 
protect the country and its 
citizens,” it said. 

The Lower House echoed the 
Senate statement. 

“We have been honoured with 
being die longest confrontation 
Hne responsible for protecting 
ourselves and our umma (Arab

Iraqis 
cripple 2 
tankers 

BAGHDAD (AP) — Iraqi air 
force jets struck and crippled two 
supertankers, a Cypriot and an 
Iranian, in separate air raids 
Sunday near Iran’s vital Khaig 
Island oil terminal, shipping 
officials reported. 

The London-based Lloyds 
shi p pin g intelligence unit and 
Gulf-based shipping executives 
identified the vessels as the 
227 ,000- tonne Angel, which flies 
fee Cypriotflag and is operated by 
the London-based Kappa 
Maritime Ltd., and the 
231,712-tonne Khark, owned 
and operated by the National 
Iranian Tanker Co. 

The attacks shattered a 12-day 
hill in the so-called “tanker war," 
and Gulf shipping circles were 
reported on alert for possible 
I ranian retaliatory strikes on 
commercial ships in the southern 
sector of the Gulf. 

Gulf-based marine salvage 
executives said the Iraqi aircraft 
fired one French-made Exocet 
missile into the Cypriot-flag ship. 
The heat-seeking missile 1 lodged 
in fee ship’s body, but did not 
explode. 

The Angel, however, was under 
tow towards an Iranian port, 
indicating the impact of fee 
missiles caused damage to fee 
rudder or fee engine zoom, said 
fee sources, speaking on condition 
of anonymity. They said ho 
Injuries were reported among its 
seamen. . ... 

The Angel bad been hit m a 
similar Iraqi raid about six weeks 
ago. In the Oct 2 attack a minor 
fire was reported on board. 

Uoyds reported Shark was 32 
to 64 kilometres south at the 
Angel when it was struck and feat 
its steering gear was damaged. 

The Angel and the Khark are 
rant of an Iianian-commi?ationed 
fleet of tankers used to ferry exude 
ott from Khaig, which is in the 
Iran-Izaq war zone, to safer, 
southern Banian terminals. 


Egyptian cabinet resigns; Mubarak 
gives new mandate to Atef Sedki 


CAIRO (AP) — President Hosni 
Mubarak, indicating 
dissatisfaction with the cabinet’s 
performance, accepted the 
resignation of Premier Aly Lutfi 
oo Sunday and asked a leading 
economist to form a new 
government. 

The mandate went to Dr. Atef 
Sedki, 56, a French-educated 
technocrat who was chairman of 
the Central Auditing Authority. 

Mr. Mubarak’s action came two 
days before a new parliamentary 
session and showed he wanted the 
new cabinet in place for that 
event. In a letter to Dr. Sedki, the 
president listed 14 priorities 
topped by the country’s economic 
woes. 

The People’s Assembly is to 
convene on Tuesday for a 
procedural session and will 
resume cm Wednesday to hear a 
polity statement by Mr. Mubarak. 

Safwat Al Sharif, information 
minister in Dr. Luffs 33-member 
cabinet; announced the 
resignation and sari Dr. Sedki was 
to begin consultations cm his 
ministe rial lineup Sunday night. 

Mr. Mubarak's written mandate 
to Dr. Sedki dealt entirely wife 
domestic issues and left no doubt 
that' the change of government 


would not bring any foreign policy 
shifts. 

Referring to economic reform 
under Dr. Lutfi, Mr. Mubarak's 
letter said: “The situation still 
requires more and higher levels of 
accomplish men t and progress in 
the basic spheres directly related 
to the people’s interests. It also 
requires greater harmony and 
coordination within the 
establishments playing a leading 
role in implementing the 
programme.” 

Mr. Mubarak appeared to imply 
unhappiness with the cabinet’s 
performance and lack of cohesion. 

Government sources quoted by 
Reuter said they expetned key 
cabinet posts would not be 
affected by the change of prime 
ministers. 

They named Defence Minister 
Field Marshal Abdul HaHm Abu 
Ghazala — regarded as second 
only to Mr. Mubarak in Egypt's 
hierarchy — Foreign Minister 
Ahmad Esmat Abdul Meguid and 
Interior Minister Zaki Badr as top 
ministers who would keep their 
jobs. ■ 

In his letter to Dr. Sedki, Mr. 
Mubarak expressed hope the new 
cabinet “will respond better to the 
demands and aspirations of 


Egyptians.” 

The president's first listed 
priority was “mobilising all 
internal and external resources to 
cope wife the economic situation 
in an effective way feat will serve 
the production sectors and meet 
the basic needs of the masses.” 

Dr. Lutfi, also a leading 
economist and former finance 
minister, was given the 
premiership in September 1985 in 
hopes of improving the economy. 

But the world oil slump and 
Middle East extremism since have 
drastically reduced Egypt's 
foreign currency income, 
rendering economic reform even 
more difficult. 

Egypt’s foreign debt currently 
stands at about $36 billion. 
According to official estimates, 
the government will have to spend 
about $3 billion annually over the 
□ext three years in debt servicing. 

The government has estimated 
losses in oil export revenues at 
$12 billion this year. The world 
oil crisis also has reduced 
remittances from Egyptian 
expatriate workers. Income from 
tourism is estimated to have 
dropped by 40 per cent after a 
spate of extremist violence in fee 
region last falL

Tel Aviv, London deny contact over kidnap plan a ‘success’ 


'TELAVIV(R) — Israel said Sunday it was holding a 
missing nuclear technician who gave a British 
newspaper details of Israel’s alleged atom secrets, 
but H denied he was abducted in London by Israeli 
agents. 


The government said in a 
statement: "Mondechai Vanunu is 
under lawful detention in Israel in 
the wake of a court order which 
was issued following a hearing at 
which the lawyer he chose was 
present.” 

It added: "AH the rumours to 
the effect that Vanunu was 
kidnapped on British soil are 
totally without foundation.*’ 

The statement did not say how 
he was brought to Israel or where 
he was being held. 

The 31-year-old nuclear 


technician disappeared on Sept. 
30 after telling the Sunday Times 
that Israel had been producing 
nuclear warheads for 20 years at a 
secret reactor in Dimona. where 
he worked for 10 years until last 
November. 

The government denied a 
report in London's Observer 
newspaper that former Prime 
Minister Shimon Peres had 
telephoned British Prime Minister 
.Margaret Thatcher to tell her he 
planned to order Israers Mossad 
intelligence service to kidnap 
Vanunu in London. 

"There is ... no basis to the 


report that Mr. Peres contacted 
Mrs. Thatcher in order to inform 
her about something that never 
took place” it said. 

The Observer newspaper said 
Sunday Peres telephoned Mrs. 
Thatcher in September to ask for 
assurances that British authorities 
would not stop agents of the 
Israeli Mossad spy agency frotq. 
abducting ^munu. 

A spokesman for Mrs. Thatcher 
has dented the report. 

Mrs. Thatcher told the House of 
Commons on Friday that neither 
she nor any members of her staff 
had been in contact with any 
Israeli officials about Vanunu. 

Member of Parliament 
Anthony Beaumont-Dark, who 
belongs to Mrs. Thatcher’s ruling 
Conservative Party, on Friday 
failed in a bid to force an 
emergency debate about Vanunu.

Khomeini says reports of 
his illness unimportant

NICOSIA. Cyprus (AP) —Iran’s 
spiritual leader. Ayatollah 
Ruhotlah Khomeini, said Sunday 
that reports of his deteriorating 
health are unimportant and that 
the clergy-led Iranian 
revolutionary regime will 
continue after his death. 

"Every day there rumours that 
this and that has happened, that so 
and so has had a heart attack, that 
so and so is on his death bed. So let 
it be,” Khomeini said in a speech 
to Revolutionary Guards at his 
residence in Jamaran, north, of 
Tehran. 

The speech was carried by 
Tehran Radio, monitored in 
Nicosia. 

"Of course death comes to 
every one and to me too ” he said. 
"They should know not to rejoice. 
This is something that happens 
and you will see that, God willing, 
the Islamic Republic will remain, 
whether l stay.” 


Th^re have been persistent 
reports in recent weeks that 


Khomeini suffered one or two 
heart attacks, setting off a power 
struggle within the Iranian 
leadership. 

A Tehran informant with 
first-hand knowledge or 
Khomeini" s health has confirmed 
chat the Iranian leader suffered 
a heart attack this summer. 

Numerous diplomatic, 
academic and business sources 
have confirmed that various 
groups within the Iranian 


leadership are jockeying for 
position in a post-Khomeini Iran. 

The ayatollah spoke with a 
stable voice during the speech, 
which was only seven minutes 
long, short for him. Crying coukl 
be heard in the background when 
he referred to his death. 

Khomeini said the future of Iran 
does not 'depend on any 
individual. 

The Revolutionary Guartls 
chanted: "Oh God, oh God. until 
Mehdi's revolution, keep 
Kohmeini,” referring to the 1 2th 
imam, whose return Shi'ite 
Muslims believe will mark 
judgment day. 

■ Khomeini thanked the Iranian 
military and security forces for 
having stabilised the countjy. 
Iran's enemies, both inside and 
outside the country, should know 
there is no disorder, he said. 

"Our enemies must understand 
that the Islamic Republic from 
now on. in fact from the 
beginning, has been stabilised and 
is not dependent on any person 
but on the people and the armed 
forces.” 

He referred to a bombing that 
killed 75 people in 1981 at the 
headquarters of the ruling Islamic 
Republican Parly, and noted that 
that attack did not succeed - 

"More than before, people 
poured into the streets,” he sakL 
"And now the situation is die 
same. They (Iran's enemies) 
should not waste their time.”

He moved to Australia earlier 
this year and became a Christian. 

The pastor Of his church in 
Australia visited Israel to try to 
find Vanunu after he disappeared 
but government officials refused 
to meet the clergyman. 

Israel has been refusing to 
comment on Vanunu’sstojyorhis 
whereabouts. It was undear why it 
chose to issue a statement now. 

Israeli President Chaim Herzog 
said last week he had no 
knowledge of Vanunu's 
whereabouts and Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Shamir said Israel would 
not succumb to pressure and say if 
it was holding him. 


According to some foreign 
newspaper reports. Vanunu was 
lured onto a yacht in the 
Mediterranean and captured by 
Mossad agents when the boat 
entered international waters. 

London’s Standard newspaper 
said last month there was evidence 
that he was flown out of an airport 
near die British capital between 
O^trSXland 17.

Sudan frees protesters 


KHARTOUM (R) — Sudanese authorities have freed all of the 
students arrested for involvement in protests over rising 
commodity prices and food shortages during the past two weeks, 
Khartoum's police commissioner said. The commissioner. 
General Mohammad AL Hassan Yousuf, said in a statement to 
the official Sudanese .News Agency (SUNA) that no students 
were now being held in connection with the street protests. 
Fifty-five students. were freed Saturday, in all, more than 200 had 
been arrested during demonstrations which the government 
blamed on the opposition National Islamic Front. A member of 
the ruling Umraa Party was killed when demonstrators stormed 
party headquarters in Omdurman, one of three towns forming the 
Sudanese capital. 


Moroccan envoy in Nigeria robbed 


LAGOS (R) - The Moroccan ambassador to Nigeria has said 
armed men broke into his house and robbed him and his wife at 
gunpoint after killing a watchman- Ambassador Mohammad 
Saleh Zaimi told Reuters Saturday that early on Wednesday as 
they slept: "Three men, one armed with a home-made pistol and 
the others with a cutlass and some bolt-cutters forced their way 
into our bedroom. They threatened us and luckily I had some 
cash with me,” he said. The robbers, who also stole his wife's 
jewels and a video recorder, cut the telephone line. 'Hie Togolese 
guard was clubbed unconscious and died in hospital.Zaimi said he 
had previously complained that his house had no police 
protection, particularly at night.

Folklore Mnseun: Jewelry and 
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TUNIS (R) — The Palestine 
Liberation Organisation (PLO) 
will continue its military 
operations against Israel despite 
its meeting with Israeli leftists in 
Romania, a PLO miQitaxy chief 
raid. 

PLO leader Yasser Arafat’s 
military deputy, Khalil Al Wazir, 
cold Reuters in Tunis Saturday 
night that the meeting in the 
Romanian town of Cbstinesti on 
Thursday was a success even 
though it broke up after only two 
hours. 

Mr. Wazir, also known as Abu 
Jihad, said the meeting, attended 
by 29 Israelis and 15 Palestinians, 
was not intended as a forum for 
negotiations but a challenge to an 
Israeli. law passed three months 
ago banning such contacts. 

Asked about a PLO statement 
after the mating indica ting that 
military operations would 
continue, Mr. Wazir said: 

"We, as an oppressed people 
suffering under Israeli mflitaiy 
occupation, we have our right to 
face Israeli fascism by all our 
means, by our military struggle, 
which we are not stopping. 

"We have the right to continue 
and to escalate it day by day.” 

Mr. Wazir said the meetinghad 
the full support of the PLO 
leadership and had also resulted in 
the Israeli side expressing support 
for Palestinian 
self-determination. 

He denied that half the PLO 
delegation, which included two 
members of the organisation's 
10-man Executive Committee did 
not turn up because of threats by 
sympathisers of Palestinian 
extremist Abu Nidal. 

The Palestinian delegation 
included Executive Committee 
members Abderazak Yahya and 
Mohammad Milhem. The Israeli 
side, four of whose leaders were 
ordered on their return home to 
report to police, was headed by 
Latif Don of the Mapam Party. 

Asked whether military 
operations in Israeli-occupied 
Arab territories or political moves 
were priorities for the PLO, Mr. 
Wazir said: 

"We believe that with our 
armed struggle we are sending our 
ay to all the world that we have 
the right to face the military 
occupation, and* that our 
Palestinian people are facing 
savage treatment at the hands of 
the Israeli army.” 


NEW YORK (R) - A key U5. 
figure in reported secret arms 
shipments to Iran took part in the 
aborted 1980 mission to free U5. 
hostages in Tehran, was involved 
in planning the Grenada invasion 
and supervised the mining of 
Nicaraguan harbours, the New 
York Times reported Sunday. 

The newspaper quoted 
government officials as saying Lx. 
Col. Oliver North Ited a 
detachment of Marines to the 
remote mountains of eastern 
Turkey near the border with Iran 
at the time of the hostage crisis. 

The Marines were to fiy into the 
Iranian capital if they were needed 
to cover the escape of the hostages 
who were to be rescued by a 
special array force , the newspaper 
raid. 

The rescue mission was aborted 
after helicopters broke down and 
CoL North withdrew from Turkey 
as quietly as he had entered, it 
said. 

- A year later, foe Times said. 
Gol. North joined the staff of the ‘ 
National Security Council, gaining 
a reputation for involvement in 
risky, secret operations. 

Tne Times said Gol. North, 
deputy director of 
political -military affairs at the 
council, was put in charge of a top 
secret programme to supply arms 


to Iran that reportedly went into 
operation last June. 

The plan was so secret that not 
even Secretary of State George 
Shultz knew about it the paper 
said. 

It quoted government officials 
assaying the arras deal lead to the 
release of ooe of the Americans 
held hostage in Lebanon, Roman 
Catholic Priest Lawrence Jencn.

.^j. Blessed rains cause more damage, disruptions and deaths

AMMAN —Three more people have died, 26 others 
were injured and heavy mater ial -losses were 
reported in Jordan bn Sunday as a result of the 
heavy rains which continued all day throughout the 

Kingdom. The known death toQ for the past two 
days is now six. 


At least .194 homes were 
reported to have been flooded, 
numerous cm wens destroyed 
and many heads of cattle and 
sheep were swept a way by torrents 
of rain water. 

Floods in the streets trapped 
numerous people in their cars for 
long .periods of time until they 
were rescued by civil defence 
teams and many roads and streets 
were Mocked by mud and rocks. 


severing communications in many 

districts. 

Civil defence and public 
security departments opened 
additional emergency ' control 
centres in various regions to deal 
•with the situation and to offer first 
aid services. Civil defence 
authorities in ' Kaimeh, in the 
Jordan Valley sa&l that the ram 
water flooded agricultural land 
causing extensive damage to crops 


and chins fruit trees and fcjUing 
sheep aid cattle. Mud and stones 
caused the main pipeline in fire 
East Ghor Canal to burst and 
water flooded tens of homes 
sweeping away their contents, tbe 
department said. 

In the Himmeh region of north 
Joidffli, ram water caused the 
collapse of a house, killing an old 
woman and injuring four- other 
occupants. The floods caused! 
Hamagp to many h o m es in Abu 
Sira and the civil defence 
authorities there put up the 
residents in the local mosque. 

In the Amman region, 26 
homes were flooded in Jabal 
Amman, Um Utheioa, Maij AI 
Hamam, Jabal Al Hussein refugee 
camp, Baiader Wadi Seer, 
Shrtykani, ll rnm Al SlinUTOU], 
Ha'a Al Ali, Sweifieh, Wadi Seer, 
Wadi Abdoun and Al Muhajirin.

The Civfl Defence Department 
also reported that 20 Egyptians 
were cut off and later rescued 
from their flooded homes by civil 
defence rescue teams. 


Schoolchildren rescued 

At Qweismeh, a school bus full 
of children was trapped by flood 
water but civil defence teams 
rescued all the children. 

Atotalof 50cbfldren in a school 
were also trapped by the floods 
and were rescued by the civil 
defence teams, according to the 
Civil Defence Department 
(CDD) which also reported the 
death of two Egyptian nationals in 
the Jordan Valley. 

In Ramtha, the department said 
that 18 homes were flooded while 
in lrbid 66 houses as well as a 
number of stores were also 
flooded. 

The rain, which has been failing 
almost continuously for the past 
three days, is expected to turn into 
intermittent showers today and 
the cold front wfl] gradually 
recede, the Meteorological 
Department announced on 
Sunday. 

The department said that 
despite the fact that the rain water 
had caused some damage to 
property, it is essential at this time 
of the year to ensure successful 
harvests. 

Department Director Alt 
Abanda said that the low 
depression which centred over 
Cyprus over the past three days 
brought in several cold fronts from 
northern and eastern Europe, 
affecting die east Mediterranean 
region, including Jordan. The 
ram, which accompanied the cold 
fronts, fell in ali regions of the 
Kingdom, especially in the 
highland areas. Dr. Abanda said. 
This sort of weather is rare at the 
start of the rainy season in Jordan , • 
Dr. Abanda added. 


Four times monthly average 

He said that the amount of rain 
which fell in Jordan during the 
first third of this month is almost 
four times the average amount of 
rain water that usually folk in 
November. According to Or. 
Abanda, rarely has Jord an 
witnessed such heavy rains at the 
start of die winter season. 

Roads dosed 

The Public Security 
Department on Sunday reported 
that the following roads were 
closed due to heavy rams and 
rising levels of water: Al 
Jizeh-Umm Rummaneh, 
Manara-Um Rummaneh, Umm 
Al Walid-NateL, Marj Al Hama, 
Sabha, Birein, Alouk and tbe 
Jerash bridge. 

The department said that the 
Amman -Swell eh road is passable 
with difficulty as are the 
Sweileh-Baqaa, Abasieb, 
Naour-Yadoudeh and Jweideh 
roads. The department also 
reported poor visibility along 


many other roads and cautioned 
motorists to drive with care. 

In Madaba, the district 
governor Abdul Halim Awwad 
said that a public safety committee 
in Madaba district has been 
meeting continuously to deal with 
any emergency resulting from the 
heavy rams. He said that the 
committee is willing to provide 
assistance at any hour of tbe day 
and night but he noted that no 
serious cases had been reported 
until Sunday noon. According to 
Mr. Awwad, all roads leading to 
Amman and neighbouring regions 
from Madaba were passable but 
he said that extra care should be 
taken and he cautioned people to 
stay away from wadis and 
low-lying regions. 

Time to sow 

Director of the Agriculture 
Department in Madaba, Mr. 
Abdul Majid Bashabshe,said that 
fanners should now start sowing 
wheat and barley because the land 
has received sufficient amounts of 


In Karak, the director of the 
Agriculture Department, Dr. 
Mukhles Ammarin, said that the 
ram whidi fell in the Karak region 
over die past three days should 
encourage all farmers to sow their 
seeds immediately after the rain 
stops. He said that farmers can 
receive any amount of improved 
seeds from his department. 

Water Authority of Jordan 
(WAJ) Director General 


Mohammad Saleh AI Keflani told 
the Jordan Times that the rain 
over past three days brought in 
more than 35 percent of Jordan's 
total annual average of rain water. 
He said that the underground 
water reserves will be replenished 
and that the King Talal Dam will 
receive large amounts of water as 
run off from wadis. Mr. Keilani 
was optimistic that the early rains 
were a good indication of a 
bumper harvest.

Jordan to attend talks on Arab phosphates

AMMAN — The third national 
conference on culture, which 
opened at the University of 
Jordan on Saturday, continued its 
deliberations Sunday with a focus 
on Arab nationalism and political 
trends^ 

.. Several working papers were 
presented by prominent 
.Jordanian writers dealing with 
pan-Arab trends amongst local 
writers and the writers’ stand on 
progressiveness and 
backwardness. 

Tbe first papeT, presented by 
Mu’ta University President Ali 
Mahafeah. discussed Jordanian 
writers aid political trends in toe 
Kingdom since the Great Arab 
Revolt at the turn of tbe century. 
Dr. Mahafzah categorised toe 
local political trends into four 
schools of thought. The prime 
political current, according to Dr. 
Mahafzah. is thai which emerged 
from the Great Arab Revolt led by 
tbe great grandfather of His 
Majesty King Hussein Sharif 
Hussein Um Ali. I 

The second polipcal trend. Dr. 
Mahafzah continued, represented 
toe Arab Ba'atb political current 
whidi has been locally backed and 


led by the late Dr. Munif Razzaz, 
an eminent Jordanian politician. 

The lecturer then moved on to 
the third political current; the 
Nasserite movement, a political 
path labelled after Egypt’s late 
president Jamal Abdul Nasser and 
which emerged in the 50's. The 
tether of the Nasserite movement 
in Jordan was the late Abdullah 
Rimawi, he said. 

The Arab nationalistscurrent is 
considered by Dr. Mahafzah to be 
the fourth political trend which 
influenced the Kingdom's 
internal, regional and 
international standings at one 
point or another. 

In his paper. Dr. Mahafzah 
made a chronological review of 
the four political currents since 
their inception as well as a 
biography of eminent Jordanian 
figures who, over the years, have 
contributed to nourishing the 
political life in the Kingdom. 

Other lectures on toe same 
theme were given by Dr. Ahmad 
Madi and Mr. Amin Shuquair, 
both prominent Jordanian 
activists. Dr. Nabih Aqel and 
columnist Tareq Masarweh 
commented on toe papers at toe 
end of toe morning session, whidi 
was presided over by Dr. Abdul 


Aziz Douri. 

The four-day cultural 
conference will be discussing 
subjects related to national 
culture and literature. 

Addressing the opening 
ceremony, the university's acting 
president. Dr. Mahmoud Al 
Satnra, appealed to Jordanian 
intellectuals to help universities 
meet the requirements of the 
people's cultural needs. Dr.Samra 
said that universities in toe Arab 
World have been unable to cope 
wito the tens of thousands of 
young men and women 
de m and i n g higher education and 
have failed to recruit sufficient 
numbers of qualified teachers and 
lack toe facilities for the young 
generation's needs. He expressed 
hope that universities would be 
able to provide graduates wito 
high calibre of culture and 
knowledge to contribute towards 
promoting national culture.

BONN’S denial of the story that appeared in the Washington Times 
recently implicating bad to the Hindawi affair raises more questions 
than itanswers. In the story, the French prime minister was quoted as 
saying West German Chancellor Helmut Kohl had told him that he 
befieved Israel had a hand in setting up Syria through the Hindawi 
attempt to blow up an El A1 plane after taking off from London. 

While we, and the rest of the world, await more tight to be shed on 
ttie complicated affair, we cannot rule out a direct Israeli involvement 
in the events leading up to Kindawi’s arrest in London. 

This is explained not onlyhy the fact that Israel has stood to gain a 
lot from that particular incident, but also by Israel’s track record in 
attempting to discredit Syria internationally. 

In the events surrounding recent acts of terrorism and allegations of 
terrorism in Europe, power politics and vested interests have been 
deeply involved. First, France announced its cooperation with Syria to 
fight terrorism on its soO and to free French hostages in Lebanon. 
Then , came the breaking of relations between Britain and Syria over 
allegations that Syria supported terro rism on British soil. And, most 
recently, the U.S. is reported to have been engaged in negotiations 
with Iran over the freeing of American hostages in Lebanon. Iran, in 
turn, was reported to have negotiated with France and U.S. over 
the liberation of their respective hostages, in return for economic and 
military considerations. 

All these events lead us to conclude that the name of the game is still 
power politics, rivalries and vested interests, and that the stakes are 
high enough to make even stales hostages to groups or countries 
supporting hostage- taking. But out of a very complicated game one 
thing remains dear: Israel, which has been involved in fabrications 
and of events to discredit its adversaries in the past, is 

more likely than not to be involved in some manoeuvre or another in 
fhe Hindawi affair. The infamous Lavone affair, which occurred in 
Cairo during the days of Jamal Abdul Nasser, is still fresh in our 
minds, although distant in terms of time and space. As should be 
remembered by all those who care, Israeli high officials were 
implicated then in thebtowmg up of LI 5. buildings and offices in order 
to discredit President Nasser. We think Israel is still capable of 
manipulating events to undermine and discredit its enemies.

Al Ra'i: Helping Palestinian brothers 


IN his speech to the three-day conference on Jordan’s national 
development plan King Hussein stressed on the basics of national 
development and Jordan's economic and social programmes.

The King said that helping the people of the oocupied territories is a 
national commitment for Jordan in view of the dose links that bind 
the Jordanian and Palestinian people. Supporting the Arab people in 
these territories should take the form of real assistance, and this win 
be implemented within a five-year programme that would ensure a 
continuation of Arab presence in Palestine and a preservation of 
Arab identity in the Israeli-held Arab homeland. The Jordanian 
programme for helping the Palestinian people falls in line with 
pan-Arab policies that advocate ail possible means of helping the 
Palestinians in the face of occupation and aggression.

JORDAN'S conference on national development has opened with 
the participation of experts and economists from Arab and friendly 
countries.

Nuclear energy: Man ought to find alternative to this time-bomb

SCIENTISTS theorise that some 65 million years ago, an 
astronomical catastrophe occurred ending life or the seeds of fife on 
earth as we know it today. An asteriod the size of a giant comet 
collided with the Earth then generated a huge dust cloud and debris 
that caused a period of darkness that lasted over three years, these 
scientists think. The blockage of sunlight made photosynthesis 
virtually impossible and tile resulting collapse of die food chain led to 
the worldwide extinction of the dinosaurs and many other life forms. 
Such devastating climatic changes which was triggered off by that 
comet some 65 million years ago is exactly what worries scientists 
today. They fear that a nuclear war between the super powers, for 
example, could trigger off a nuclear winter with consequences 
identical to the results of the collision of toe comet with planet Earth 
65 million years ago. The scenario which is advanced by scientists of 
any such nuclear war, is that nuclear explosions would release a doud 
of dust and debris into toe atmosphere and beyond to such an extent 
as to prevent sun rays and energy associated with them from reaching 
the surface of our planet, thus obliterating life in due course. For this 
very reason, nuclear weapons have acquired a new and ominous 
dimension unparalleled in the past. 

But while the eyes of humanity have focused on nuclear weapons, 
attention has been deviated from toe other dangers associated with 
the peaceful uses of nuclear energy. Thus, whereas the psyche of man 
has grown to reject nuclear weapons, it had, on toe other hand, grown 


to accept toe peaceful uses of nuclear energy as genuinely harmless 
" y to jeopardise life and environment on our planet This 


and not likely! 

is roost unfortunate as the events over the last few decades vividly and 
unequivocally demonstrate that there is a tremendous danger that 
looms low and high over life and environment on Earth . The series of 
incidents, mishaps and accidents which occurred at nudear plants all 
over the world should awaken mankind to the real danger associated 
with nuclear plants. The incident at the U.S. Three Mile Island 


confirmation that the radiation released from the Chernobyl accident 
equals all toe radiation released by all the atmospheric nuclear tests 
and nudear bombs detonated thus far. This catadysmic finding is 
most shocking especially when one reads such finding in proper 
perspective and recalls that man has been endeavouring to put an end 
to nuclear weapon testing for so long. And when one suddenly 
discovers that that ambitious goal in nudear disarmament equals in 
magnitude and dimension to a mere one accident at a nudear plant 
such discovery Is indeed most shocking. 

As is well known toe two most common radioactive partides to 
escape from reactor fuel are caesium-137 which tends to lodge in 
muscle tissue and iodine-131, a more dangerous type that is easily 
absorbed by thyroid glands. This was the case also with regard to the 
Chernobyl accident and toe two radioactive partides released from 
that plant will stay active for years after tow have been emitted, and 
accordingly they will increase eventually the risk of cancer. 

It is also noteworthy to recall that the Chernobyl accident revealed 
that effect of accidents at nudear plants and toe effect of their 
radiation know no borders and many countries are normally affected 
by toe radiation released. This realisation made European countries 
all the more concerned and fearful as the number of nudear plants in 
Europe mushroomed to such an extent as to endanger life and 
environment all over the continent, irrespective of where an aeddent 
may occur in any European country. 

What is puzzling in this context is that whereas most developed 
countries, which enjoy high technological capabilities, have recently 
put a freeze on future construction and deployment of nudear plants 
because of the Chernobyl accident, one notices that developing 


countries are continuing then programmes for deployment of 

or energy and 


nudear plant in Middletown. Pennsylvania, which occurred in 1 979, 
ts at uudear plants were potentially great 


was a reminder that accidents at i 
and could occur even in the most advanced and sophisticated nations 
in toe world. That incident, albeit causing no loss of life, was 
nevertheless considered a major aeddent as radioactive gases has 
escaped through the plants’s venting system and a large hydrogen gas 
bubble had formed on toe top of toe reactor containment vessel. ’Die 
cleanup procedure lasted four years. 

But the worst ever accident at nudear plants occurred last April at 
the Chernobyl nudear plant in toe Soviet Union. Although toe full 
extent of the contamination caused by the Chernobyl aeddent has yet 
to be measured and gauged fully, there is already awesome

appear to be totally callous about toe human and environmental 
dimensions of such plants. In their quest for economic growth and 
swift industrialisation , developing countries seem to have maintained 
the order-de-jour of “full steam ahead” with nuclear energy as if 
totally oblivious of toe lessons of Chernobyl. What is worse for 
developing countries in this context is the feet that they totally lack a 
harmony between their mechanical and intellectual high technology. 
Thus, the probabilities for toe occurrence of accidents in developing 
Countries are magnified to such an extent as to render nudear plants 
as extremely dangerous alternate sources of energy. Yet the 
construction of nudear plants in developing countries have become 
the mode of toe century and in relatively short time, nudear plants 
will rise all over the developing countries. And if this trend continues 
and the seeming indifference to the actual dangers to life and 


environment persist, then fits moment will arrive when man must 
begin to reckon with toe danger of contamination from nudear 
plaits, radiation rather than from nuclear bombs. 

As man’s in ge nuity had succeeded in the past to discover nudear 
energy as an alternate source of energy, one would pres ume m at the 
same human brain can .with determination propelled tty urgent need, 
succeed in finding another source of energy. The promising and roost 
talked about alternate is the solar energy . "fill tins day, the practical 
Ep plirattiftn of solar energy has been minimal. Bui the energy is there 
for exploration and application. Very soon in roan's history, 
humani ty must find other viable forms of energy of the kind that 
would not pose danger to life and environment. When such a quest 
succeeds, and it will succeed eventually, then such a feat could 
become the stepping stone for the deployment of the safer form of 
energy in many areas where nudear energy is now being used. Lest 
manbrnri forget, it was only last month that a Soviet nudear 
submarine went under in the Atlantic complete with its many nudear 
warheads and reactors intact. What calamity had hit the Atlantic 
Ocean has yet to be known. Many years ago, an American nuclear 
submarine also went under and till this day toe extent of ihc danger 
generated tty that aeddent had yet to be calculated in full. If more 
nudear subs go under in our oceans and seas, what will ever happen 
to marine life and eventually to human life, has also to be completely 
gauged. The eventual pollution of the oceans and seas, which 
constitute two-thirds of the surface of our planet Earth, with 
radiation from nuclear submarines is too awesome to even think 
about. When man wiD learn to realign his priorities is uppermost on 
the minds of historians and scientists. 

And as if nudear submarines are not enough, artificial satellites 
powered by nuclear energy had begun to toll down right over our 
beads. How can anyone forget the Soviet artificial satellite that fell 
over Canada? Fortunately the radiation released by that satellite was 
minimal, but tiie next that could toll could bring with it much more 
danger. 


The moral of all these events and accidents is that man has no 
option except to develop alternative sources of energy which arc 
more acceptable to man and his environment. As long as the use of 
nudear energy continues to be lawful, man will not be forced to 
develop an alternate source and form of energy. Perhaps the road to 
safer world is to outlaw the use of nuclear energy within a span of 
time not exceeding ten years. A treaty could be drafted and 
negotiated along these totes in order to give effect to this proposal. 
Man simply may have no other option. 


Israeli untouchables: Criminals are those who talk to Palestinians

ON August 5. the Israeli Knesset’ 
adopted Amendment No. 4 to the 
Prevention of Terror Act. 
Following a marathon session, the 
last before its summer leave, the 
Knesset legislated that any Israeli 
citizen or resident who meets, in 
Israel or abroad, a person who 
holds a post in any of the 
organisations declared by the 
Israeli state to be “terrorist," 
commits an offence carrying a 
penalty of three years in jail. 

Jews or Palestinian Arabs from 
Israel (the occupied territories are 
already taken care of by the 
Emergency Regulations), are now 
forbidden to meet Palestinians 
whom they have reason to suspect 
of belonging to one of the many 
Palestinian organisations, be it a 
Students' or doctors' union, 
women’s, journalists’ or writer’s 
association, whetoerfora friendly 
conversation or a heated 
argument, whether as part of an 
international convention, or in a 
library, a supermarket, or even 
socially. In its first version toe law 
outlawed even meetings between 
close relatives, doctors and 
patients, lawyers and clients, and 
journalists and interviewees; 
these obviously ridiculous 
provisions were later amended to 
give it a more credible 
appearance. But even in its 
“revised” form the law simply 
can’t be enforced. 

Amendment No. 4 aims to 


create a legal and political 
atmosphere in which any oontacts 
with representatives of the 
Palestinian people are outlawed. 
The Lebanon war of 1982 tried to 
dehumanise the Palestinians, to 
make them into “two-legged 
animals,” to quote toe prime 
minister of the day. But 
spectacular meetings such as Uri 
Avnerfs with Yasser Arafat in 
besieged Beirut proved tint only 
Israeli obstinacy stood in the way 
of peace talks. So now, it seems. 
Israelis who are willing to meet, 
negotiate, or even to regard 
Palestinians as hu man beings have 
been transformed into cri minals . 
The new law is part and parcel of a 
deal between Labour and the 
Likud whereby the latter would 
vote for an “anti-racist law,” if 
Labour linked it to toe “law 
against meetings,” as it came to be 
called . The logic of this law was 
explained by MK Geula Co ben of 
the ultra-right Tehiya party: 
“Meetings with the PLO should 
take place in prison, or as when 
toe Israeli air force met them in 
Tunis,'* she said. It thus 
retroactively sanctions the 
Lebanon war that attempted to 
settle toe Palestinian question 
once and for all by mflitaty means. 
It was passed with the united votes 
of the Likud, the religious parties. 
Shmui and Labour, except for one 
Shinui and five Labour doves who 
preferred to vote against it with 
the opposition, and one who left in 
protest. 


The new law has attracted 
severe criticism in Israeli liberal 
quarters, who point out that such a 
law has no equivalent in any 
democratic country, because it 
stands in total contravention of 
the basic norms of any penal code, 
which assumes that an offence is 
an action whereby a crime is 
committed, or an action that aims 
to commit a crime, or aid one, 
prepare for one, etc. Not so this 
law. It forbids any meeting with 
the PLO regardless of any offence 
committed, or tbe intention of so 
doing. Amendment No . 4 is all toe 
more dubious in view of the feet 
that Israeli legislators are well 
prepared for the possibility of an 
Israeli citizen meeting foreign 
agents in order to commit an 
offence, having already passed an 
impressive stock of laws for all 
such eventualities. 

Article 114 of Israel's penal 
code dealing with contacts with 


foreign agents was amended in 
1979 on Menachem Beg in’s 
initiative. The term “foreign 
agents” was changed to “anyone 
regarding whom there is .a 
reasonable basis to suspect that he 
is a member of a terrorist 
organisation or connected to it or 
acts on its behalf.” The so-called 
Tamir Law (Article Four of the 
Prevention of Tenor Act) even 
goes as far as forbidding any 
manifestation of “sympathy and 
identification with a terrorist 
organisation," such as singing 
songs, waving flags and using 
slogans or symbols. Countless 
Palestinian youths have been sent 
to Israeli prisons because of this 
catch-all law. The only problem 
with all these laws was not legal 
but political: they regarded the' 
: PCO simply as a terrorist 
organisation and ignored the feet 
thatnotonly the whole Palestinian 
people but the international 


community at large has recognised 
the PLO as a national liberation 
movement. In feet the PLO now 
has dipkj matic relations with more 
countries than Israel. 

According to Professor Feller, 
of the law fecnlty of the Hebrew 
University, and an adviser to the 
Knesset’s law committee, the only 
purpose of the new law “is to 
impose on toe Israeli public a 
political view accord iqg to which 
peace negotiations with the 
representatives of the Palestinian 
people are illegitimate. This being 
the case, why not declare that only 
those parties that agree with the 
political logic of the law are 
legitimate...?” 

This law attempts not only to 
cut off the Palestinians, living in 
Israel and the occupied territories 
from the PLO, but threatens tbe 
few Israeli parties who regularly 
meet PLO officials in order to 
advance peace negotiations. 


While the defiant response of 
Israel's Democratic From for 
Peace and Equality and the 
Progressive List for Peace was 
“Let them buQd more prisons.” it 
has met mostly with apathy hi 
liberal Zionist quarters, even from 
those opposed to it. The reason is 
that they too share the view that 
the PLO is a terrorist 
organisation, and are not keen to 
meet officials from it. even though 
they disagree with the law. While 
Israel's renewed effort to 
delegitmise the PLO will not 
prevent the peace movement from 
meeting with PLO 
representatives, it will further 
harden Israel's refusal to 
recognise the right of the 
Palestinian people to- 
self-determination and to 
negotiate withthe PLO. In so 
doing, it sounds the trumpets of 
the next war — Middle Last 
International. London. 


New U.S. Congress likely to 
oppose Reagan on contras

WASHINGTON — Opposition 
Democrats, now firmly in control 
of both houses of the U.S. 
Congress, are unlikely seriously to 
challenge President Reagan's 
Star Wars” programme but may 
seek to bar covert funding for 
Nicaragua's contra rebels. 

In Nov. 4 elections the 
Democrats won control of the 
Senate, ending six years of 
Republican domination and_ 
gaming the power to set tob 
legislative agenda. The party also 
increased its majority in the 
House of Representatives. 

Democrats quickly pledged 
cooperation rather than- 
oonfron ration with Reagan during 
his last two years in office, but 
there were hints of a challenge 
over Central America and, to a 
lesser extent, arms controL 

“In Central America there 
won't be any secret war being 
carried out,” said Senator Robert 
ay id, a Democrat who is virtually 
-v.sured of winning the Senate's 
top job - majority leader - in 
the new Congress beginning in 
January. 

■'There won’t be any 
under-toe- table or back-door 
funding from the CIA (Central 
Intelligence Agency) or anywhere 
else,” he told reporters. 

Byrd refused to say if he would 
lead a move to prevent further 
open US. funding for toe contras, 
who are -fighting Nicaragua's 

leftist Sandiaista government, 
once the current $100 million of 
military and other aid runs out. 

Senate aides say there is 
unlikely to be any effort to block 
that funding because many 
Democratic senators are 
sympathetic to the contra cause, 
frit close attention will be paid to 
preventing deep U.S. involvement 
in Central America. 

“We want to keep our boys ... 


from having to go to Central 
America and getting involved in a 
conflict." Byrd said. 

Byrd said that in Central 
.America, and trouble spots 
around the world, a 
Demo era tic- con trolled Senate 
would try to shift U.S. foreign 
policy away from what be called 
Reagan's emphasis on the military 
and towards diplomatic and 
political solutions. 

“Instead of focussing on the 
miKf«r y as this administration has 
done, we intend to observe a 
policy of using all the tools at our 
disposal — the diplomatic, the 
economic, the political, as well as 
the military,” he said. 

Senate aides said the foreign 
relations committee, which will be 
chaired by liberal Democrat 
Claiborne Pell of Rhode Island, 
would likely push the 
administration to give more 
support to the Contadora group 

The committee also will play a 
more aggressive role in 
investigating human rights abuses 
and drug and arms trafficking by 
the contras, they said. 

Committees play an important 
role in Congress. Most bills must 
be approved by relevant 
committees before being sent to 
the full House or Senate fora vote. 

In other foreign policy areas, 
aides said further sanctions 
against South Africa next year 
were likely if toe current package 
fails to prod the Pretoria 
government toward reforming its 
apartheid system of racial 
segregation. 

A posable move to cut off the 
administration’s covert funding of 
Angola's UN IT A rebels fighting 
their country's Marxist 
government also was a possibility, 
the aides said. 

A Democratic Congress also 
may be more strongly and publicly 
supportive of Philippine President 
jGorazcm Aquino in her battle with 
top aides.

Crown Prince chairs working session 
on regional, international cooperation

AMMAN — His Royal Highness 
Crown Prince Hassan on Sunday 
morning chaired the second 
working session -of the first 
conference on Jordan’s 
development which reviewed 
in era-regional -and mtematkmal 
cooperation. The session 
concentrated on Jordan’s 
development role in the Arab 
region and Jordan’s Arab and 
European role. 

The Crown Prince suggested 
some points and arenas for 
discussion in regional and 
international cooperation. He 
focused on possibilities of 
collaboration in the field of 
technology transfer and means to 
accomplish such transfer. Prince 
Hassan touched ou areas erf trade 
cooperation, installing joint 
projects to create further 
exchange, barter trade and 
industrial integration, industries 
which represent-: the basic 
infrastructure for this integration 
are the engineering, 
petrochemical, and fertiliser 
industries, be noted, adding that 
cooperation must take .into 
account cooperation accords such 
as those between Jordan and both 
the Gulf Cooperation Council 
(GCC) and the European 
Community (EC). 

After the Crown Prince’s 
opening remarks, participants 
discussed foe development plan 
and noted that regional and 
international cooperation is 
bound to ensure greater success 
for the development programmes 
it includes. In addition, they noted 
that the plan has a regional 
dimension in the areas of 
manpower, trade, joint projects 
and funding, and it has an 
international dimension relating- 
to scientific and technological 
projects, research and 
development of the projects and 
funding of joint projects and 
trade. 

The first paper of the working 
session dealt with Jordan’s 
economic relations with other 
Arab countries, especially those in 
West Asia. It presented Jordan’s 
role in promoting, through foe 
complementary use of resources, 
regional economic cooperation 
and self-reliance. The Kingdom is. 
-qualified to main tain and expand 
its pivotal economic role in foe 
region in the light .of its 
characteristics, namely, its 
well-edncated and skilled 
manpower, liberal external 
economic policy, encouragement 
of private initiative, the 
government role in providing 
public services and adequate 
infrastructure, political and social 
stability, diversified economy, and 
geographic location, the paper 
said. . . 

The following areas erf regional 
econo mic cooperation were 
higfrKghteri - 

Regional institutions: Jordan plays ■ 
an active role in foe establishment 
and operation of regional 
institutions and hosts a number erf 
specialised agencies and " United 


Trade: In the 1980’s Jordan’s 
trade has increased with Arab 
countries accounting for half of 
Jordan’s exports arid one -fourth 
of its imports. The new 
development plan aims at 
. promoting Jordan’s regional 
trade. 

Transit trade: Due to its central 
location ^inc the . region, Jordan 
encouraged transit trade and 
established joint transport 
companies with other Arab 
countries particularly, Syria, Iraq 
and Egypt. 

Manpower: Jordanian workers in 
the Gulf countries have 
con trim ted immensely in the 
regional resource exchange and 
cooperation. The new economic 
realities in the region require file 
training of new skills in order to 
maintain cooperation in labour 
employment an active and 
growing area. 

Investment: Jordan provides 
generous incentives to Arab and 
foreign investors. It hosts many,.' 
-Arab joint and bilateral projects'- 
..and regional offices of foreign , 
firms. 

Finance: Jordan has a 
well-developed financial structure 
which contributes to file smooth 
flow of goods and capital among 
Arab countries. In addition to 
mobilising domestic resources, 
Jordan made use of available 
funds in the region to finance its 
development projects. 

Cultural activities: Amman h ms 
increasingly become a convenient 
meeting place for many regional 
and international cultural 
gatherings and their regular 
activities. 

The second paper said that 
Jordan, by virtue or its merits and 
attributes, could play a catalytic 
role in inter-regional and 
international cooperation and it 
presented the geopolitical and 
socio-economic factors involved. 

The geopolitical factors were 
listed as Jordan’s comprehensive 
membership in sub- regional 
efivisions erf the Middle Eastern 
area as part of Greater Syria, foe 
fertile crescenti the Red Sea acme, 
and its accessibility to the Arabian 
peninsula and die Mediterranean. 
The tens ion -ridden Middle 
Eastern region provide sample 
evidence of Jordan’s political 
sobriety, positive approach and 
moderation, according to foe 
paper presented to the session. 
The peace process, as viewed by 
Jordan, cannot be guaranteed 
without a clear-cut improvement 
in inter-regional and international 
economic .cooperation, it 
continued as Jordan's potential in 
playing a central role is 
substantiated by objective 
considerations. 

It was noted that internal 
s o rio-eo pnomic factors show that 
Jordan qualifies to play a 
prospective regional role. Other 
than the fact that Jordan has 
achieved one of the most

political and social stability 
guaranteed by benevolent and 
xesflientleadenfim, a talented and 
educated population, social 
mobility afforded by political and 
social tolerance and a clean record 
of regional and international 
cooperation could further 
inter-regional and international 
cooperation, the paper said. 

The discussion then shifted to 
highlight Jordan’s regional and 
international economic relations 
with special emphasis on the 
Kingdom's relations with the 
GCC and the EC. Jordan’s 
relations with foe EC axe long 
established and were cemented by 
two major agreements (AJ 
Mashrefc agreements in 1977 and 
1983). The relation is still in 
favour of the EC and thus the EC 
must show willingness to 
cooperate with Jordan on an 
inter-regional level, according to a 
working paper presented to the 
session. 

. Jordan’s economic ' relations 
with the GOC have been affected 
by the recent decline in oil prices 
and in order to curb any possible 
ill-effects, participant suggested' 
moves towards inter-regional 
cooperation. Nine proposals on 
schemes or programmes from the 
current five year plan which could 
be carried out by the EC and/or 
the OECD on one hand and file 
GCC oq the other with the active 
participation of Jordan were 
suggested as follows: 

— a centre for high-tech services; 

— development of the extended 
Sioai region (south of Jordan, 
Sinai desert and Northern Saudi 
Arabia); 

— an oil and gas pipeline network 
via Jordan; 

— fertiliser and chemical 
industries; 

. — engineering industries; 

— counter-trade companies; 

— major touristic projects; 

— proficient training on 
specialised high-tech drills; 

— graduate studies university. 

These projects were selected on 
the basis that they meet the' 
existing needs and could be of 
mutual interest to file parties 
involved. It was noted that these 
schemes could also promote and ; 
augment foe inter-regional and , 
international cooperation which , 
.Jordan is hoping to achieve.

economic projects in the Israeli 
held territories, Dr. Ali recalled. 
He said that the IDB will be ready 
to extend further help to the Arab 
people in foe occupied territories 
to enhance their steadfastness in 
the face of Israeli measures. . 

Referring to Jordanian projects 
in which IDB has contributed so 
for, Dr. Ah said that IDB provided 
$458 miffion to finance Jordan’s 
trade, technical and development 
projects as well as the water and 
sewerage projects in the Zarqa 
region. 

In industry, he said, foe IDB 
provid ed $36 million to finance 
fertiliser, potash and oil projects; 
another $21 mSEon to build 
schools and a bousing estate in the 
Kingdom. IDB also provided $57 
mil H on for the development of the 
Aqaba railway and is currently 
studying the prospect of financing 
other projects. Dr. Ali added. 

Dr. Elias Saba, board chairman 
of foe United Construction Bank 
erf Lebanon, said that Jordan was 


exerting strenuous efforts for 
achieving economic integration 
among Arab countries. He said 
that foe new plan provided for 
projects that reflect Jordan’s 
ambitions for development in line 
with regional and international 

economic developments. 

Earlier promises of 

continuing cooperation 

On Saturday, six Arab and 
foreign countries and financial 
institutions pledged to continue 
their financial and technical 
cooperation with Jordan to help it 
carry out its five-year 
development plan for foe East 
well as the West Bank. 

Pledges were given during the 
first working session of the present 
conference on Jordan’s 
development plans entitled 
“Towards strengthening 
In tra -Regional and International 
Cooperation.” 

Making the pledges were: foe 


United States, the United 
Kingdom, the World Bank, the 
Kuwait Fund for Arab Economic 
Development, the Abu Dhabi 
Fund for Arab Economic 
Development and the Islamic 
Development Bank. Their 
representatives said that they will 
contribute financially and 
technically to the schemes. 

The five-year .plan was 
presented to the first working 
session by Minster of Planning 
Taher Kanaan who said that the 
overall goals of foe plan were 5.1 
per cent annual growth in gross 
domestic product (GDP) and five 
per cent annual growth in gross 
national product (GNP). Dr. 
Kanaan expects the average per 
capita income to rise at an annual 
ra te ofl 2 per cent durmg the five 
year period. 

The majority of participants 
agreed that the plan was very 
comprehensive, clear and 
accurate in terms of its 
socio-economic goals, investment 
framework and strategies.

dumping Israeli-made products in 
the markets there. “The occupied 
territories have become a 
reservoir of labour force for the 
Israeli economy,” Dr. Kanaan 
said and drew parallels between 
the situation in the West Bank and 
Gaza and the situation in South 
Africa where foe white minority' 

te^bigh-yie^m dustnes. 

The minister also noted that foe 
occupied territories constituted a 
major market, second only to U.S. 
market, for Israeli products. “The 
West Bank and Gam have also 
become a hostage market for 
Israel to dump its goods, mostly 
inferior,’’ Dr. Kanaan said. 

The minis ter explained firat the 
occupied territories’ economy was 
subservient to the Israeli econo my 
because of foe Jewish state’s 
organised camp aign aimed at 
exactly such a goal. He cited 
Israel’s restrictions on 
Arab-owned industries and curbs 
on exports of Arab products from 
the West Bank and Gaza. 

11 Therefore, policies to facilitate 
the export of produce of foe West 
Bank and the Gaza Strip 
constitute an essential element of 
the programme and the Jordanian 
approach,” be said. 

Following the review. His Royal 
Highness Crown Prince Hassan, 
who chaired the session, gave the 
floor to the participants to discuss 
the programme. Most of the 
speakers, many of them from the 
West Bank and Gaza, supported 
the programme but some raised 
questions and voiced criticism 
over some aspects of the jplan. 

Dr. Yousef Sayegh, a 
well-known Palestinian 
economist, raised a number of 
questions relating to the 
pofitical-ecoromic dimensions of 
the plan. 

In the beginning, however, the 
Beirut-based economist praised 
the plan itself describing it as “a 
very well integrated and 
j thougbtout and organised 
programme which has a high level 
of internal consistency and a 
credibility.” 

Dr. Sayegh said be agreed with 
the economic goals of the 
programme but raised three 
queries concerning its

“In this connection, I would like 
to commend the reference in foe 
programme to foe possibility of 
joint action with relation to (the 
proposed) A1 Quds Open 
University qnd the Jordan Open 
University," Dr. Sayegh said. 

This opens up other possibilities 
that deserve exploration” he 
added. 

Dr. Sayegh also expressed 
appreciation to the Jordanian 
government’s determination to 
launch the programme but raised 
more queries- and observations 
on ways and means to find the 
resources necessary for the 
five-year programme. Dr. 
Sayegh’ s observations were 
directed at the Arab and Western 
countries' ability to finance the 
programme. 

As far 'as foe Arab World is 
concerned. Dr. Sayegh said, a 
more moderate arms import 
policy will provide adequate 
financial support not only for foe 
five-year but also for Syria — “foe 
frontline country' which' is 
seriously atte mp ting to narrow the 
strategic imbalance between itself 
and Israel.” 

He pointed out that arms 
imports into foe Arab region 
averaged over $13 billion a year 
since 1972. 

“Most of foe arms imported are 
on foe whole being stock-piled 
while the occupied territories are 
the only vital front that is stQl 
active and hot in foe Arab 
-World Dr. Sayegh said. 

' He cast doubts on the readiness 
of Britain, West Germany and foe 
US. to support the objectives of 
the programme. 

“I single out Great Britain — 
which left us with foe disastrous 
legacy of Zionist occupation — 
West Germany — which has 
provided Israel and world 
Zionism with enormous financial 
aid (totalling about 84 billion 
marks, according to official 
statements) — and finally the 
U.S., which showers financial as 
well as military, political and 
economic largess on Israel” Dr. 
Sayegh -said. 

“Is it legitimate. Your 
Highness, for us to expect a 
modest contribution from these 
three states?” he asked. 

In reply to Dr. Sayegh’s 
'queries- Prince Hassan pointed 
out that since 1967 Jordan has 
been committed to offer* 
continuous moral and material 
support to the people of foe 
occupied territories. - 

financiers erf the plan, foeTtown 
Prince referred to an official 
statement issued by foe U.S. last 
July in which the American 
adminis tration defined its position 
vis-a-vis foe plan. The statement 
said that foe US. considered the 
programme favotaably but that 
“it did not constitute' a 
replacement for an active peace 
process." 

Prince Hassan noted that foe 
US. had then allocated $4.5 
million as complementary to, but 
separate from, the U.S. aid 
programme for the occupied 
territories.

Hie also noted that moderate 
Israelis like Meroo Benvenisti, a 
renowned expert on occupied 
territories affairs, has also 
criticised foe plan on foe basis that 
“it finances occupation.” 

Speaking about the PLO’s 
position, Prince Hassan recalled a 
statement made by a senior 
Palestinian official when the plan 
was introduced last summer. The 
PLO official was quoted assaying: 
“The Palestinians cannot be 
bought...” The same PLO official 
charged dial the plan “was in line 
with American attempts to create 
an alternative Palestinian 
leadership.” 

Commenting on the PLO 
official's remarks, the Crown 
Prince said: “We are not inviting 
anyone to be bought or sold but 
we are emphasising foe legitimate 
sense '6f 1 self-defence and a 
demographic alternative* to the 
possibility of forced movement of 
people from the occupied 
territories.” 

In its statements the PLO has 
refrained from directly 
attacking foe programme but 
criticised Jordan for trying to 
implement foe plan outride the 
framework of the joint 
Jordanian -Palestinian committee. 

However it has implied that foe 
programme was aimed at 
undermining its strength in the 
occupied territories and called for 
a return to channelling funds to 
the occupied territories through 
the joint committee only. 

In a press conference last 
Friday, Dr. Kanaan said that the 
joint Jordanian- Palestinian 
committee was still “functional” 
but it lacked funds. He expressed 
hope that Jordan would be able to 
secure funds for both the 
committee and the plan. 

In what appeared as a reply to 
foe PLO’s criticism, the Crown 
Prince said Saturday: “Those who 
refuse to play foe game should not 
set the rules.” 

He added that as .he 
remembered “joint planning 
(with the PLO) on the programme 
goes back to a year and a half 
ago.” 

Prince Hassan said that an 
invitation was extended to the 
PLO representative in Amman , 
Brigadier Abdul Razaq A1 Yahya, 
who did not attend because he was 
participating in a 
Romanian- sponsored dialogue 
with Israeli left-wingers. 

In reviewing foe positions of the 
parties involved in foe plan, foe 
Prince also referred to a rejection 
by the Arab Thought Forum in 
Jerusalem “of rhe plan and any 
.U.S. design to improve the quality 
of life or an Israeli type of 
Marshall plan.” 

Jordanian economists who 
support the plan argue that foe 
plan would prevent Israel from 
seeking funds in foe future under 
foe pretext of improving the 
quality of life in foe occupied 
territories within foe framework 
of a projected Marhsall plan for 
the Middle East.

order to ensure justice for all 
people," said the Lower House. 

Commenting on Jordan's 
information policy, both houses 
supported the King's call for 
responsible freedom of press in 
accordance with the Jordanian 
Constitution. “We need an 
objective and advanced media 
that adheres to responsible 
freedom and leaves the door open 
for objective opinions without 
aborting foe Kingdom’s policies 
and threatening its national 
security" Mr. Lawzi said. “We 
call for more professional honesty 
and objectivity in securing 
information from the right and 
confined sources.” 

The Lower House said it backed 
His Majesty's stand that the 
country needed an enlighted 
information system capable of 
defending the national gains 
against all those who are trying to 
defame the country. “We needan 
information system that is able to 
stand up to Zionist-sponsored 
campaigns against the Arab 
citizen and foe picturing of 
legitimate Arab struggle as 
demagoguery and terrorism both 
of which are constantly 
condemned by foe Arab Nation 
irrespective of source and origin,” 
said the house. 

Tackling terrorism as a separate 
issue, foe Senate said: "We are 
with Your Majesty’s government 
in confronting terrorism and 
demagoguery which have 
surfaced in the globe without 
differentiating between legitimate 
struggle, cowardice and stabbing 
in the back.” The Senate 
denounced terrorism and pledged 
further support for the Kingdom’s 
cooperation and coordination 
with Arab and other countries in 
efforts towards combating 
terrorism. 

Both chambers hailed the 
Kingdom's efforts towards 
liberating the Israeli-occupied 
lauds and to secure 
comprehensive peace in the area 
based an U.N. Security Council 
Resolutions 242 and 338. 

The two houses reiterated 
Jordan’s constants vis-a-vis the 
Palestine problem and said the 
Senate’s reply that the Kingdom 
“will never be a substitute for the 
FLO, or a representative of the 
Palestinian people. Jordan will 
only work in accordance with foe 
resolutions of foe 1974 Rabat 
summit and in coordination with 
Arab as well as friendly and 
peaceloying states to achieve a 
durable solution to the Palestine 
problem.” 

While the Senate voiced its total 
support for Jordan's drive to 
strengthen the steadfastness of the 
Palestinian people living under 
occupation through “effective, 
organised and comprehensive” 
development, the Lower House 
emphasised foe inseparable unity 
erf foe East and West Banks and 
their people. 

“Although the Senate is well 
aware of foe agreement between 
Arab states and the PLOjarf'the 
principle of strengthening the 
steadfastness of the Palestinians, 
we call -for a united regional 
approach towards consolidating 
steadfastness without false claims 
or pretentions,” said the Upper 
House. 

The Lower House said it "win 
cooperate with foe government 


towards achieving all aspirations 
of our people in general, foe 
development plans for both 
banks, programmes to support foe 
steadfastness of our brethren in 
the occupied parts of our land and 
maintain the Arab Palestinian 
identity in the Palestinian land in 
particular.” 

Both houses pledged support 
for the King’s constant initiatives 
aimed at restoring Arab solidarity 
and reviving a unifie d pan-Arab 
stand through contacts with other 
Arab leaders. 

“Our sister Egypt has a 
historical role to play in bolstering 
Arab efforts and defending foe 
rights of foe Arab Nation. Egypt 
has a right to return as an active 
member in this comprehensive 
Arab system,” said foe Senators 
in tbeir reply to the speech from 
foe throne. 

“We are with the government’s 
regional policy that aims at 
cementing stronger cooperation 
and coordination with brotherly 
Arab states in general and with 
Egypt, Syria and Iraq in 
particular,” foe Lower Bouse 
reply said. 

On Jordan's cooperation with 
Arab countries, the deputies 
thanked- Saudi Arabia and foe 
Gulf Cooperation Council (GCC) . 
for their stand towards Jordan and. 
support for the Kingdom's 
steadfastness. 

The Upper and Lower Houses 
expressed regret over the 
continuation of foe Iian-Iraq war 
and voiced foe Kingdom’s total 
support for Iraq. 

The Senate hailed the 
Kingdom’s policy towards 
achieving pan-Arab economic and 
'social integration through the 
exchange of expertise, joint Arab 
projects, coordination among 
professional and business 
associations and creating 
investment facilities for private 
and public Arab investments in 
Jordan. 

"Jordan has achieved numerous 
gains and achievements in areas 
related to services and 
comprehensive development,, 
which in turn have given the 
Kingdom international respect 
and trust and set Jordan as a 
leading example for Third World 
■development,” said the deputies. 

The Senators said that any 
appraisal of foe country’s g ain s 
and achievements dearly proved 
that His Majesty's “wise 
leadership has led the country to 
achieve national security, comfort 
and stability, adherence to law, 
respect to judicial power, high 
standards of health, educational 
and soda! services, care for youth 
and Awqaf and rapid 
development in foe Kingdom’s 
rural and urban areas mdnding 
foe fields of water, electricity, 
telecommunications, roads and 
airports.” 

Both chambers also vowed to 
continue close coordination 
among the executive and 
legislative powers in accordance 
with the framework of 
oonstimtionalued Parliament.

Trading in European 
currencies 

As boring as it may look, 
European currencies were stuck 
within aver>' narrow range for the 
past five trading days. The 
Deutschmark traded between 
0,2675 tils to ,2710 £0$, the Swiss 
franc traded between 0,2010 fils 
to 0,2055 fils and the Yen 
between ,0002115 fils to 
,0002145 fils. 


The amazing currency was die 
sterling. It rose with the dollar 
against the dinar and the 
European currencies. Short 
covering on the currency moved it 
up from 0,485 fils' to 0,501 fils. 
The main reason for traders 
covering their short positions on 
sterling was fundamental due to 
remarks by British finance 
minister who hinted at raking 
interest rates. 

World trading in metals 

Gold rose to a high of $412 per 
ounce from a low of $403. Silver 
also rose from. $5.58 an ounce to 
$5.80. 

Because the bullion market is 
described to be an over-sold 
market, this appreciation was 
explained by the traders as 
squeezing margins of the shorts in 
die metal market.

Spain liberalises foreign investment 


MADRID (AP) — Spaniards will 
be allowed to invest in foreign 
stocks and forcignxompanies will 
be aide list dock on Spanish 
exchanges under a new decree 
aimed at fibexatising die Spanish 
economy. 

The new measures permit 
Spaniards to invest im to five 
million pesetas (53,500) or 30 per 
cent of their net worth, whichever 
i6 less, in foreign stocks, 
government spokesman Javier 
Solana said last week. 

All transactions are to be 
handled by goverrunen t-appro ved 
financial institutions. 

Most of the new measures were 
expected te go into effect after the 
decree is puMidred this week in 
the official bulletin. 

Mr. Solana said the measures 
were a step toward bringing 
Spanish «« p™i regulations in line 
with those of the European 
Community (EC) by 1991, as 
required under the EC 
membership treaty. 

The decree authorises foreign 
companies operating in Spain to 
begin fisting their stock on Spanish 
exchanges, although, 
administrative paperwork is 
expected to dealy foe actual listing 
by several weeks. 

Mr. Edouard Cointreau, 
director of a Paris-based investor 
consulting firm,_ Centre 
d’Observatkui et de Prospective 
Sociales, said many foreign 
companies in Spain — tnrhirHng 
US., Japanese, French and West 
German — were interested in 
listing stock on the Madrid 
exchange. 

He said companies such as IBM, 
Nixdoif and Wang, the French 
food company Lesieur and banks, 
insurance companies, auto 
manufacturers and electrical

appliance companies are expected 
to list stocks. 

Mr. Cointreau predicted a 
flurry of investment activity after 
the foreign companies begin 
listing stocks. 

“There is so much money 
wanting to get into the Madrid 
market, investors don't know 
what to do,'* he said. 

But Mr. Fermin Tanrada, (he 
economy ministry's 
undersecretary general for 
financial planning, downplayed 
foreign interest in die Madrid 
exchange. 

‘*1 don't think we’ll see much 
immediate interest mi die part of 
foreign companies. They are in no 


need or hurry. As for the Spanish 
investor, he will wait a long time 
before investing in unfamiliar 
companies in distant markets.” 
Mr. Zancada said. 

The new decree also allows 
Spaniards to invest in foreign real 
estate but prohibits direct 
investment in foreign com panies 
involved principally in real estate. 

Under the measures, Spanish 
institutional investors, like 
individuals, may invest up to 30 
per cent of total assets in foreign 
stocks, bonds and real estate. 

The Catholic daily Ya reported 
that some business experts were 
surprised by aspects of the decree, 
since die government previously 


had expressed some concern over 
capital flight. 

Direct purchases by Spanish 
institutions of property worth 
more than 250 million pesetas 
(SI .8 million) require approval by 
the economy minister. Smaller 
purchases need only ministerial 
approval, according to the decree. 

Stock market experts held 
differing opinions on the 
immediate impact of the 
authorisation of foreign stocks on 
the Madrid exchange. The 
exchange experienced a 
tremendous influx of foreign 
capital earlier this year and rode 
high before dropping off sharply 
last month.

Bishops to debate economic issues today 

WASHINGTON (AP) — After two years of brickbats and 
bravos, US. Roman Catholic bishops will vote this week on a 
major economic broadside insisting that the nation do more for 
the poor and powerless. "That so many people are poor in a 
nation as rich as ours is a social and moral scandal that must not be 
ignored,” says die latest draft of the lengthy pastoral letter. 
During their annual meeting, which begins Monday in 
Washington , the bishops will also discuss behind closed doors the 
past year’s crackdown by the Vatican on liberal U.S. clergy and 
decide whether to do or say anything about it in public. 

Peking sells state shops to up efficiency 

PEKING (R) — - Seven state-owned shops in Peking have been 
sold to private citizens, the first such sale of government assets in a 
bid to try to improve the businesses, the official Economic 
ition newspaper said Sunday. At a boisterous auction. 50 
?le put in bids for the shops, which included food stores, a 
shop and one doing bicycle repairs. Shops have been 
leasetfto individuals and collectives in the past. But, because the 
individual did not own it and bad a fixed-period lease, he did not 
want to invest in it and die business was not fully developed,” the 
paper said. It added that owners were forbidden to speculate in 
their new assets. 

France to impose airport security tax 

PARIS (AP) — A small surtax to pay for increased security at 
French airports win be imposed beginning Jan. 1, if approved in 
time by parliament, the French transport ministry announced last 
week. The tax, to be included on passenger tickets, is expected to 
be 3 francs (about 45 U.S. cents) on domestic tickets and 5 francs 
(about 75 cents) on international tickets, the ministry, said. It is 
expfeetd to raise about 100 million francs (about $15 million) per 
year to pay for increased security equipment - 


Imbalance in trade figures high 
in Sino- Japanese talks 


PEKING (R) — Premier Zhao 
Ziyang forecast Sunday that 
China would have a 54 billion 
trade deficit with Japan this year 
and called on Tokyo to buy, lend 
and invest more in China, 
informed Japanese sources said. 

Mr. Zhao told Japanese Prime 
Minister Yasuhiro Nakasone, who 
left for home Sunday afternoon 
after a 25-hour visit that the trade 
deficit was the most serious 
problem in Sino-Japanese 
relations. 

The forecast deficit was well 
down on last year’s nearly $6 
billion but Mr. Zhao said this was 
partly because overall trade 
volume was down. 

He said Japan must help in 
achieving balanced bilateral trade 
while China endeavoured to 
reform its trading system and 
improve the quality of its exports. 

The sources said Mr. Zhao also 
recommended that Japan should 
boost soft-loan development 
financing to China in 1991, 
following the end of a seven-year, 
470 billion yen (S3 billion) loan at 
3.5 percent annual interest, which 
began in 1984. 

Despite some increase of 
Japanese investment in China in 
the last few years and Chinese 
efforts to make conditions for this 
more attractive, Mr. Zhao said the 
scale of such investment was still 
highly inadequate. 


This was especially so 
considering the pace at which 
Japanese investments in other 
countries were moving ahead, 
spurred by the strength of the yen, 
he added. 

Mr. Zhao urged the Japanese 
government to do more to 
encourage Japanese investment 
groups to do business in China. 

The sources said Mr. Nakasone 
promised to study Mr. Zhao's 
proposals and said there would be 
plenty of time to discuss the 
request for extra loans. 

-The Japanese prime minister 
cited high Chinese taxes as one 
reason why Japan's investments in 
China were not as great as Peking 
desired and said unreliable 
supplies limited the purchase of 
imports from China. 

Despite the catalogue of 
demands presented by Mr. Zhao, 
the New China News Agency 
reported the exchange m a 
moderate tone, without the 
confrontational edge that was 
present in reports on last year’s 
Peking-Tokyo trade talks. 

Chinese leader, Mr. Deng 
Xiaoping, warned Japan last 
December that his government 
would not tolerate another year of 
trade deficit with Japan.

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Australians expect 
leaner times as 
foreign debt swells 

SYDNEY (R, — Australians are being told they will 
have to make sacrifices to help beat economic 
problems which in two years have doubled the 
foreign debt and thrust “the lucky country’* to the 
top of Asia-Pacific debtor rankings. 


Low prices for its metals, grain 
and sugar exports and a 
depreciating currency have 
created difficulties which have 
forced Labour Party Prime 
Minister Bob Hawke to prime the 
public, loog used to the good life, 
for leaner times. 

Gross foreign debt soared to 
557.63 billion at June 30. about 
40 per cent of gross domestic 
product (GDP), from S8.9 billion 
or around 12 per cent of GDP in 
mid-1980. 

Analysts say the Australian 
dollar has depreciated by 40 per 
cent against a basket of world 
currencies over the past 18 
months and poor commodity 
prices have affected terms of 
trade. 

Commodities account for 80 
per cent of exports. Analysts say 
Australia should speed up 
creating manufacturing and 
service industries to. dilute such 
heavy dependence on raw 
materials. 

But while total debt is expected 
to top 564 billion a year hence, 
analysts are not entirely 
pessimistic. 

The government’s response has 
been just what the International 
Monetary Fund (IMF) would have 
ordered, they say. 

"We're lucky ... there are a lot 
of countries in the world worse off 
than we are and money still comes 
here." said Mr. Brian Hamley of 
National Australia Bank. 

In a concerted campaign. Mr. 
Hawke and Treasurer Paul 
Keating have been trying to wake 
up voters to the fact they will have 
to wear a lower standard of living 
while the country works out its 
external difficulties. 

The government has tightened 
monetary policy to dampen 
growth and slow imports, and 
maintained high interest rates to 
attract capita] to finance the 
current account sbortfalL 

That package,- plus the dollar’s 
depreciation, arc exactly what the 


IMF would have prescribed, says 
Midland International economist 
Helen Camp. 

Senior trade union leaders have 
also acoepted they will have to 
lower their sights on pay. and that 
the lackadaisical habits of the 
Australian worker will have to 
change so manufacturing can 
compete in a tough world. 

Official figures show 
Australia's indebtedness would 
take its debt service ratio to about 
42 per cent of exports in the latest 
fiscal year. 

Economist Ray Block of the 
investment bank Dominguez 
Bany Samuel Montagu said this 
would put Australia ahead of the 
Philippines at 58.4 per cent well 
ahead of any other country in the 
region. 

But at least Australia is not yet 
in the class of Mexico (77.S per 
cent), Brazil (74 per cent) or 
Argentina (593 per cent). Mr. 
Block said. 

And a key difference between 
Australia and the more 
problematic debtor nations is that 
most Australian debt is made up 
of private, not government 
borrowings. 

The federal government's gross 
overseas debt at June 50 was 
512.16 billion. Taking official 
reserves into account, that means 
only 55.82 billion net. 

But gross private sector debt 
stood at 535.78 billion on June 30. 
against >25.85 billion a year 
earlier and only S433 billion in 
1980. 

However, semi-official 
borrowing by authorities such as 
state government power utilities 
has grown shaiply. to 511.09 
billion at June 30 from 59.85 
billion a year earlier and 50.92 
billion in 1980. 

That growth followed a splurge 
on power stations and other 
infrastructure projects in the early 
1980s for a heralded resource 
boom that never happened, 
according to Bank of New 
Zealand economist John Stroud. 


New Delhi grants amnesty 

NEW DELHI (R) — Indian nationals and local companies will not 
be penalised for bringing into the country undeclared wealth kept in 
foreign countries, a government minister said last week. 

Mr. Vishwanath Pratap Singh, finance minister, said penalty would 
be waived if the foreign wealth was voluntarily disclosed to tax 
authorities by March next year. 

Tough penal provisions of India's foreign exchange regulations act 
(FERA) prevented many Indians from bringing into the country 
millions of dollars of undeclared wealth stashed away in foreign 
banks, business analyses said. 

FERA requires Indians must declare all their wealth and business 
investments abroad. 

"There will be no concession in the obligation to bring back foreign 
exchange into India," Mr. Singh told parliament. 

The amnesty would not be applicable to foreign exchange acquired 
or purchased abroad in illegal transactions relating to gold, silver, 
drugs and narcotics, he said. 

Mr. Singh said the voluntary disclosure would include foreign 
securities, cash and property owned and held abroad by Indians and- 
domestic companies.

Aquino bluntly warned dissident military elements 
Sunday night against staging a coup and said she

■ It was Mrs. Aquino's toughest 
response yet to reports sweeping 
Manila that military officers loyal 
to Defence Minister Juan Ponce 
Enrile were planning a coup for 
when she starts a four-day visit to 
Japan Monday. 

In a speech to an International 
Convention of Dentists here. Mis. 
Aquino- said. "I will not allow the 
Anned Forces of the Philippines 
to be destroyed by a handful of 
misguided elements, if in fact they 
axe planning to do anything. The 
function of a soldier is to fight the 
Jigeiny,~no t .to. fight the very 
government it is ordained to 
serve.” 

1 Referring to the February 
“people power” revolt that 
toppled strongman Ferdinand 
Marcos and put her in the 
presidency, Mrs. Aquino said, “if 
it should be necessary, I shall once 


more ask you (the Philippine 
people) to take to the streets. 

“I am the president of allot our 
people. They have put their faith 
and trust in me that I shall protect 
and do all in ray power to preserve 
their rights and freedoms.” 

She also warned leftists against 
trying to take advantage of her trip 
and said any attacks by rebel 
guerrillas would be met with 
military force. 

The military Sunday night went 
oa foil “red alert” to protect the 
government against a possible 
coup or rebel attacks while Mrs. 
Aquino is in Japan seeking a 
major expansion in Japanese aid. 

Cbl. Honesto Isleta, the chief 
military spokesman, said the alert 
went into effect after the military 
S \ learned that a large number of 
Communist rebels had infiltrated 
Manila ‘to take advantage of the 


present confusion started by 
current coup rumours.” 

Earlier, thousands of people 
crammed central Manila in a 
massive demonstration in support 
of Mrs. Aquino. 

At the rally, her brother-in-law 
Agapito “Bute” Aquino *told: 
reporters the president was taking 
the plot mmours seriously. 

“The situation is serious, not 
critical. The president is 
concerned, but is confident. The 
government has a contingency 
plan involving soldiers ana 
civilians loyal to (her) who would 
stand up to a military coup.” be 
said. 

He added that the problem in 
the mflitaiy was not Mr. Enrile. 
who ^ has become an outspoken 
critic of Mrs. Aquino's polities, or 
Armed Forces chief Fidel Ramos, 
but colonels and lieutenant 
colonels underneath them. 

“Butz” Aquino said Gen. 
Ramos was acting on behalf of the 
government to squash any 
problems and that Mr. Enrile 
himself had personally told the 
president he would always support

her government. 

The brother-in-law said he had 
no comment on a report that the 
president broke down and wept at 
her meeting on Friday night with 
Mr. Enrile. 


Meanwhile, reporters were 
barred Sunday from entering 
Camp Aguinaldo, Manila's 
military headquarters, where 
soldiers could be seen parading in 
full military gear and carrying 
Israeli-made assault rifles. 

Officers refused comment on 
what was going on, but. earlier, 
military spokesmen said a 
full-scale “red alert” was going 
into effect Monday when Mrs. 
Aquino goes to Japan. 


Dutch attempt to divert Rhine pollution wave 


AMSTERDAM (Rj - Dutch 
engineers sought Sunday to divert 
a wave of chemical pollution in the 
River Rhine along the swiftest 
route to the North Sea and out of 
The Netherlands. 

. Officials of the State Water 
Authority said that about -30 
tonnes of toxic waste which 
flooded into the Rhine after a fire 
in a Swiss chemical factory last 
week would hit The Netherlands 
Sunday morning. 

' The authority set up a crisis 
centre in the eastern town of 
Arnhem near the West German 
Border to monitor the progress of 
the 100-kilometre band of 
contaminated water. 

In the Swiss city of Basle 
Saturday, about 5,000 
demonstrators marched in protest 
against the accident, which 
occurred at a plant owned by the 


chemical company Sandoz. 

The waste from the leak, mainly 
mercury and dyes, is being diluted 
as it moves downstream JBut there 
would still be a risk of 
contamination if it reached 
reservoirs and canals along the 
Dutch inland waterway system, 
experts said. 


He added that government 
analysts were standing by to 
monitor the contaminated water 
as soon as it reached the border at 
Lobith. , 


Hydraulic engineers have 
closed sluices and locks to stop the 
toxic flood seeping' into the. 
River Ijssel and the artificial 
Ijsselmeer, formerly the Zuider 
Sea — a fresh water lake from 
which much of The Netherlands’ 
drinking water is drawn. 


In the meantime no further 
supplies of d rinking water will be 
drawn from the river or its direct 
tributaries. Authorities said the 
precautions would be in force for 
at least a week. 


To supply Amsterdam and the 
inhabitants of other cities like The 
Hague and Leiden, water will be 
taken from reservoirs along the 
dune coast of Nord-Holland 


Arnold Braun, chief water 
engineer in the Dutch province of 
Geiderland on the West German 
border, said the pollution would 
take four or five days to reach the 
sea, even by the fakest route. 


province. 

A spokesman for the Dutch 
Environment Ministry said until 
the water was tested it would not 
be clear bow much ecological 
damage the waste would wreak on 
the lower reaches of the Rhine. 


Gandhi faces crisis over 


police swoop on Tamils 


NEW DELHI (R) - A police 
swbop on more than 1,000 Sri 
Ijsmkan Tamil militants in south 
India oould flare into a major 
political crisis for Prime Minister 
Rajiv Gandhi before he meets Sri 
Lankan President Junius 
Jayewardene next week. 

A police spokesman said 
guerrillas from five main groups 
were detained briefly for 
questioning in Tamil Nadu state 
Saturday, but Indian newspapers 
also reported the seizure of large 
quantities of arms from homes and 
offices of militants. 

“We just wanted to question 
them ... there is nothing to worry 
about,” a Tamil Nadu police 
spokesman told Reuters. 

But Mr. Gandhi, seeking to 
Juftit political damage caused by 
the raids in a state with 50 million 
Indian Tamils, met Tamil Nadu 
Chief Minister M.G. 
Ramachandran hours after the 


action. 

Mr. Ramachandran tojd Mr. 
Gandhi that the guerrilla groups 
had rejected Sri Lanka's latest 
proposals to end a bitter ethnic 
conflict between the island's 
Sinhalese majority and its Tamil 
minority. 

-The respected Hindu 
newspapersaid the brief detention 
of guerrilla leaders could further 
alienate them from talks between 
Mr. Gandhi and Mr. Jayewardene 
at Bangalore where the two 
leaders will attend a South Asian 


summit this week. 

India has played a mediatory 
role in the ethnic crisis, but has 
failed to persuade the militants, 
especially the powerful L ibera tion 
Tigere of Tamil Eelam (LTTE), to 
negotiate a settlement. 

The Tamil Nadu police 
spokesman said LTTE chief 
Velupillai Pirubhakaran was 
among those detained, a move 
which the Hindu described as 
unwise and humiliating for the 
militants. 

It said the raids were ordered 
without taking into consideration 
political implications, adding that 
the militants had to participate in 
any effective peace accord. 

The raids came one week after 
one man was killed in a clash 
between militants and residents of 
Madras to which most of about 
100,000 Sri Lankan T amil exiles 
fled after 1983. 

Tamil activists say the seizure of 
arms was likely to be raised by. 
Jayewardene when he meets Mr. 
Gandhi at Bangalore, while the 
Hindu pointed out that it could be 
seen as conclusive evidence of 
India’s “hitherto tolerant attitude 
in allowing these militants to 
function from Tamil Nadu and 


acquire arms.” 

Sri Lanka has accused India of 
allowing the guerrillas to shelter 
and train in the south and Mr. 
Jayewardene is expected to renew 
the charges at -Bangalore.

Here is one of tbe simpler of their 
single dummy problems. Cover up 
the East and West hands with your 
tburobs and decide bow you would 
play four spades after West leads 
the ten of hearts and East wins the 
jack, cashes the king and then con- 
tinues with the ace. 

You might try to ruff in tbe hope 
that East has the king of spades for 
his opening bid. If that fails, you can 
still try to guess who has the queen 
of clubs. A more reliable method is 
simply to claim your contract. 

If the opponents ask you bow you 
intend playing the hand, tell them 
that you are going to ruff the third 
heart with the ace of trumps, cash 
the ace of diamonds, and then 
trump the jack of diamonds. Now 
you would simply exit with a trump. 

You do not care which defender 
wins the king of trumps, because 
whoever is on lead has a choice of 
losing options- That defender must 
either solve your problem in clubs 
for you by leading the suit, or else 
lead a red suit a ad -allow you to 
discard a dub from one hand and 
ruff in tbe Other- In either event, 
you lose only the king of spades and 
two hearts. 


Suharto 
designates 
Sukarno 
a national 
hero 


JAKARTA (R) — Indonesia's 
President Suharto has finally 
made peace with his fiery 
predecessor, the late President 
Sukarno, by making him a 
national hero 20 years after 
edging him out of power. 

One of Sukarno's five wives and 
his children returned Saturday to 
the presidential palace they once 
occupied to receive a certificate 
from Suharto, now 65, recognising 
the contribution to tbe nation of 
his charismatic predecessor. 

Sukarno, who proclaimed 
independence from The 
Netherlands on Aug. 17, 1945, 
became Indonesia's first 
president. He died in 1970 after 
being pushed aside by Suharto 
who consolidated his power by 
banning Sukarno from political 
activity. 

A similar award was given to the 
late Mohammad Hatta. who was 
Sukarno’s vice president until 
1956. He-died in 1980. 

The certificates, to 
commemorate National Hero's 
Day Monday, were for their 
“loyalties in protecting and 
leading the nation through 
independence in 1945,” Suharto 
said at the brief ceremony. 

“They have set an example for 
other Indonesian citizens." he 
added. 

It was Suharto's first specific 
acknowledgement of the leading 
role played by the two in w inning 
independence, although his 
military-backed government last 
year named Jakarta's new 
international airport 
Sukarno- Hatta. 

Suharto rose to power after 
leading the army in crushing an 
abortive coup in 1965 which he 
blamed on the Communists, then 
the world’s largest Communist 
Party out of power. 

Sukarno's failure to cond emn 
the party led to demonstrations by 
students and M uslims throughout 
the archipelago urging Suharto to 
purge the Communists and their 
sympathisers. 

Sukarno was formally removed 
from power in 1968 and was 
virtually kept in isolation until his 
death. 

His Indonesian Nationalist 
Party was merged in 1971 with 
Christian parties into the 
Indonesian Democratic Party, 
now the smallest of three political 
groups in the country. 

The Democratic Party has 
named a number of Sukarno’s 
children as candidates for general 
elections next April but only one’ 
has accepted the no mina tion '

MANILA, Philippines (AJP) - 
Fire swept through a department 
store in the southern Philippines 
'before dawn Sunday: killing 21 
people who were sleeping inside, 
the Philippine News Agency 
(PNA) reported. 

PNA said three of the dead 
were children of the store owner, 
who was in Manila at the lime of 
the fire. The other dead were store 
employees, the agency added. 

The cause of the fire has not 
been determined, the agency 
added. 

PNA quoted officials as saying 
the fire broke out about 3 a.m. 
(1900 GMT) at the Butuan 
Fairmart Store in Butuan city on 
the southern island of Mindanao, 
800 kilometres south of Manila. 

Telephone operators said lines 
to the city were out of order, and 
further details were unavailable. 
The agency said two people asleep 
in the store escaped and were 
hospitalised. 

With a shortage of housing and 
low incomes, it is not uncommon 
for stores to provide sleeping 
space on the premises for low-paid 
workers.

The Sunday Times poll, 
conducted on Nov. 3 and 4 by 
Market and Opinion Research 
International, showed the 
Conservatives with the support of 
40 per cent of those asked. Labour 
with 39 per cent, and tbe alliance 
of the Liberal Party and the Social 
Democratic Party trailing with IS 
per cent. 

The Conservatives had been 
trailing the Labour Party for a 
year until a Nov. 1-2 Harris poll 
was published Tuesdty. 

In the latest poll. Labour's 
leader Neil Kin nock remained 
more popular than Mrs. Thatcher. 
Forty-two per cent of those asked 
saying they were satisfied with Mr. 
Kinnock, against 36 per cent for 
the prime minister. 

However, on the question of 
leadership capability, Mrs. 
Thatcher scored 32 per cent to Mr. 
Kinnock's 26 per cent; and 32 per 
cent believed her to be good in a 
crisis, compared with 7 per cent 
for Mr. Kinnock. 

No margin of error was given, 
nor was the size of the sampling.

ROME (R) - Many Africans 
could be hungrier in 1990 than 
they were in 1980. a United 
Nations Agency said in a report 
released Sunday. 

Average per capita 
consumption of basic foodstuffs in 
20 low-income countries in 
sub-Saharan Africa "is expected 
to be lower in 1990 compared with 

the levels attained in 1979-81,” 
the Food and Agriculture 
Organisation (FAO) said. 

FAO said its projections 
reflected problems inherent in 
raising domestic food output in 
line with population growth and 
expectations that foreign 
exchange constraints would make 
importing of food difficult. 

Undemutritioa in these African 
countries was likely to worsen 
unless domestic crop production 
were stepped up and imports of 
food increased, it said in its report 
“Agricultural Commodity 
Projections to 1990.” 


Nakasone offers to help 


develop Sino- Korean ties 


PEKING (R) - Japanese Prime 
Minister Yasuhiro Nakasone said 
Sunday his country was willing to 
act asa bridge between China and 
South Korea to help develop 
relations. 

Mr. Nakasone, . on a brief 
24-hour visit to Peking, told a 
news conference he had passed on 
messages from the South Korean 
government to the Chinese 
Communist leadership expressing 
hopes for more ties. 

He said the messages spoke of 
South Korea's strong hope for the 
development of sporting, trade 
and other non-official contacts 
with China and also the hope that 
China would attend the 19S8 
Olympics Games in Seoul. 

Chinese Communist Party chief 
Hu Yaobang expressed gratitude 
for -the warm reception given to 
Chinese athletes at the Asian 
Games in Seoul in September, Mr. 
Nakasone added. 

“If necessary, Japan is witting 


and able to act as bridge between 
China and South Korea.” he said. 

China and South Korea do not 
have diplomatic relations but 
unofficial contacts, particularly in 
sports and trade, have grown 
swiftly in foe past few years. 

Japanese sources said Saturday 
that Mr. Nakasone had also 
passed on a message from Seoul 
calling for formal talks between 
North and South Korea, China 
and tbe United States on the 
Korea question. 

China has previously supported 
North Korea’s position that any 
such talks should be between only 
North and South Korea and the 
United States. 

Mr. Nakasone arrived Saturday 
to lay a foundation stone for 
Stno-Japanese youth exchange 
centre to be built in Pelting, 
largely with Japanese funds. 

On Sunday morning he met top 
leader Deng Xiaoping and 
Premier Zhao Ziyang.

BANGKOK (R) - Thai 

Communications Minister 
Banham Silpa-Archa has hinted 
that six locomotives might have 
deliberately been sent crashing 
into Bangkok's main railway 
station, kitting seven people. 

“Intention, sabotage or 
carelessness are possible (causes 
of the crash),” Mr. Banham said 
on television Saturday night. 

“We are still investigating. I 
think it was carelessness ...but my 
thought might not be right." 

The string of locomotives 
hurtled six kilometres down a line 
from a repair yard to Hua 
Lumpong station. 

They sped through level 
crossings, hitting a taxi and a 
motorcycle. Four ploughed 


through buffers and into the 
station just after most people had 
been cleared from the platforms. 
The other two stayed on the track. 


One locomotive ended up on its 
side near the main entrance of the 
waiting hatt which is no rmall y 
filled with people. The hatt 
contains magazine and food 
kiosks and pushcarts carrying 
noodles and cold drinks. 


A child was sliced in half and 
rescue workers recovered only the 
torso of another victim.

BONN (R) - A West German 
newspaper has said that the eldest 
brother of. assassinated U.S. 
President John Kennedy was shot 
and killed by the Nazi SS in World 
WarH. 

Air force records suggest chat 
Joseph Jr. one of four sons born 
to millionaire businessman Joseph 
Kennedy and his wife Rose, died- 
when his bomber exploded over 
the channel in 1944. 

Not so, said the 
mass-circulation BQd Am Sonntag 
newspaper in an article on 
Sunday. 

It quoted a former German 
soldier as saying that 29-year-old 
Joseph Jr and another U.S. airman 


parachuted from their B-17 
bomber over France after German 
anti- aircraft units hit the plane. 


Bttd Am Sonntag quoted 
former anti-aircraft Lt.' Karl 
Heinz Wehn as saying that he 
cross-examined Kennedy 
immediately after he was captured 
near the German front line in 
north western France. 


“About a year,” Wehn replied 
before handing him over to guards 
detailed to take him to a prison 
camp run by the SS. 

BQd said Kennedy and his 
companion tried to escape a few 
hours later but were gunned down 
b> two SS guards as they 
attempted to swim the River Ome 
to the British front line. 


Wehn, now 65, told the 
newspaper that Kennedy said he 
had dropped bombs on a German 
missile site near Soissons. 

Kennedy asked how long he 
would be held prisoner, according 
to. BQd. 


The Luwspaper said Kennedy, 
who was ref>orted missing 
presumed dead in July 1944 after 
fatting to return from an air strike 
on German targets in occupied 
France, was boned in the French 
military cemetery of Fontenay in 
an unmarked grave.

The shadowy Ulster Freedom 
fighters (UFF) brought their 
campaign into foe heart of Dublin 
Saturday, threatening “maximum 
carnage” unless an Anglo-Irish 
accord on Northern Ireland was 
dropped. 

The agreement, signed last Nov . 
15, gave Dublin for foe first time a 
limited say in the running of 
British-ruled Northern Ireland, 
scene of 17 yearsof sectarian Strife 
between the Protestant majority 
and foe Catholic minority. 


Two explosive devices went off 
in Dublin dustbins and two others 
were defused by police. No one 
was hurt in foe blasts but Justice 
Minister Alan Dukes said: “This is 
a threat we have to take extremely 
seriously.'’

MOSCOW (AP) - Tbe No. 2 
reactor at the Chernobyl nuclear 
power plant has been restarted for 
tests, and foe No. 1 unit has been 
returned to service. Soviet news 
media reported Sunday. 

Both reactors, along with a third 
unit, were shut down last April 
after an explosion tore open the 
No. 4 reactor at Chernobyl and 
sent radiation spewing into the 
atmosphere. 

“The second generating unit 
has been recommissioned at the 
Chernobyl nuclear power plant 
after foe first was put into 
service,” Radio Moscow 7 s 
English-language service said. 

It added that “special measures 
were taken to increase the safety 
of die reactor and all plant 
equipment.” 

In a separate report, the 
Communist Party datty Pravda 
said the No. 2 reactor had been 
put into a “testing regime.” 

Neither report said when the 
tests began on the reactor, but 
implied they had started recently. 

Soviet newspapers reported in 
early October mat the No. 1 
reactor had been restarted for 
tests. Pravda said Sunday that the 
unit had bear shutdown a gain for 
“corrective” work, then returned 
to service. 

Pravda also quoted experts as 
saying prospects. are good for 
restarting tire No. 3 reactor 
adjacent to the ruined No. 4 unit, 
but was unclear about when that 
might be attempted. 

It said work was continuing to 
encase the No. 4 reactor in 
concrete.

They said Boonlert 
Kamp ala banged himself in his 
cell with string ne extracted from a 
leg restraint at the Bang Khwang 
Central Prison near Bangkok. 
Boonlert. charged with stealing 
2.7 million baht ($100,000) in a 
1984 payroll robbery, seized six 
hostages on Friday when he putted 
a pistol out of a bundle of papers 
he was presenting as evidence in 
court. Police smashed into tbe 
courtroom and freed those being 
held. Witnesses quoted him as 
saying: “I have no other choice — 
I have been convicted of two gold 
shop robberies with 48 years in 
prison.” 


Britons back 
compulsory 
testing for AIDS 


LONDON (R) - Nearly 
two- thirds of Britons questioned 
believe foe entire population 
should have to take tests to detect 
the AIDS vims, according to 
opinion poll results released 
Sunday. The Observer newspaper 
said foe poll conducted tty the 
Harris Organisation found that 63 
per cent of Britons support 
compulsory AIDS testing, 29 per 
cent oppose it and eight per cent 
are undecided. In addition, the 
paper said in Sunday’s edition that 
32 per cent of those potted said 
everyone entering Britain should 
be tested to see whether they cany 
the AIDS virus, while 14 per cent 
opposed such testing. The British 
government has said it is 
considering health checks on 
visitors from Africa likely to be at 
risk from AIDS (Acquired 
Immune Deficiency Syndrome). 
Forty-nine per cent of those 
questioned in the poll, conducted 
by interviews with 1.050 people in 
Thursday and Friday, opposed 
isolating AIDS virus carriers. 
Thirty-eight per cent said carriers 
should be isolated. 


9,750 years old 
structure found in 
North America 


FRESNO, California (AP) — 
Remains of what scientists believe 
could be the oldest structure ever 
found in North America have 
been carton-dated to as least 
9,750 years ago, an archaeologist 
said Saturday. The daring was 
made possible by the discovery of 
charcoal from a hearth found in 
the clay floor what was once a 
12-foor-long (3-metre), 
oval-shaped residential building 
in the Siena Nevada about 240 
kilometres east of San Francisco. 
“We are tremendously excited 
because this is the oldest structure 
apparently ever found in North 
America,” said Melinda Peak, of 
Peak and Associates Inc. of 
Sacramento. “It pushes back our 
knowledge about man and 
particularly his use. of- the 
mountains,” she added. Peak's 
mother, Ann," is chief 
archaeologist for foe family 
company which in August found 
tire structural remains eight feet 
(2 'A metres) underground wh3e 
excavating the site of a. 
Mrodectric project. Remains 
discovered at Hell’s Cap, 
Wyoming, which were dated at 
8,000 years, were previously 
believed to mark the-oMest 
man-made structure ba the 
continent, said Peak. ■ 
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
